THE LANDOWNERS’ 
SCHEME 


N view of the determination of Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Wood to spare no pains in attempting to draw 
up an agricultural policy for general acceptation, it 
is all to the good that the landowners have drawn up 

a statement of the situation as they see it. ‘They do not 
attempt to define a general agricultural policy, but prefer 
to divide the subject into parts. For example, it is said 
that the problem of the farmer is economic in character, 
whereas the nation’s problem is one of insurance against 
emergencies. ‘The latter is, however, only a partial truth. 
The real problem is to increase the supply of home-grown 
food so that in time of war we shall not be so much as 
formerly dependent on a foreign supply, and in time of 
peace there should be no need to pay enormous sums for 
foreign produce that could be equally well supplied from 
the native soil. Obviously, the first point to be attended 
to is an increase of arable land, because arable is more 
productive than meadow. More ploughing would provide 
more employment and more food. Landowners do not 
direct their attention to what is, perhaps, the gravest sign 
of disease, and that is, the continued departure of labour 
from the land. ‘The country districts are losing largely in 
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population, and, as things stand, there is very little induce- 
ment for the working people to stay at home. The mini- 
mum wage is not sufficient to provide the comforts which 
they have a right to expect, and they see before them 
very little future. 

The entire scheme of the landowners must be con- 
sidered with regard to the help it affords towards stopping 
the rural exodus. Their point, made indirectly, is that land 
in this country has to carry burdens from which competing 
countries are exempt, and which render them impotent. 
Heavy taxation has to be met from the produce of our acres 
in the form of death duties, income tax (including super-tax 
where applicable), land tax and local rates. The landlord’s 
case is worse than that of the industrialist, inasmuch as 
the various levies fall more heavily upon him. Capital 
invested in agriculture yields a comparatively small return, 
and this small return is spread over a long period. Money 
may be turned over with monthly, weekly or almost daily 
profits in other callings, but it takes twelve months to realise 
an income from the land. Hence there is justice in the 
complaint of the landowners that the statutory basis of 
taxation is far in excess of the capital net income enjoyed 
by the owner. This part of the question is too long for 
full discussion just now, but enough has been said to show 
that the owners of land have cause for their complaint. 
We would also say that, on the whole, their remarks about 
tithe rent charge and land tax are based on good grounds, 
and the incidence of local rating is a scandal which successive 
Governments have attempted to remove, but so far without 
success. 

In regard to settlement on the land, the views of the 
landowners are those held by all who have looked carefully 
into the subject. ‘They say that the provision of small 
holdings, wherever practicable, should be encouraged, 
and they give four reasons. ‘The first, because it is a method 
of maintaining a rural population. Second, it is an en- 
couragement of intensive cultivation—that is, of increasing 
the output of food from the land, which is a most important 
part of the programme. ‘Thirdly, it provides a ladder 
by which the efficient and thrifty agricultural holder can 
make his way upwards while all the time he is earning a 
little mere than a livelihood and gaining the experience 
which is necessary to further success. Lastly, it provides 
the very best type of worker for the larger farmers, and a 
surplus rural population forms the one class of emigrant 
that is most likely to help our colonies and the Empire 
altogether. 

As might be expected, the landowners discuss the 
main principles observed in successful settlement with 
knowledge and understanding. They deserve cordial 
support in their policy of organised group settlement in 
preference to any higgledy-piggledy indiscriminate placing 
of men on the land. They prefer purchase to tenancy. 
They ask for credit facilities for long and short loans, 
and are in favour of co-operative buying and selling. ‘They 
also believe in the forest holdings policy of the Forestry 
Commission, which consists of attaching small areas of 
land to their forest workers’ houses; and various other 
comments upon the position of the small-holder are 
made with a disinterestedness characteristic of the English 
landlord. 

This authoritative statement of the policy advocated 
by the landowners will be found most useful when the final 
resolutions come to be drawn up, but it should be remem- 
bered that three voices are entitled to a hearing, and this 
is only one. It would be still more helpful if the Farmers’ 
Union were to draw up their programme, and if the labourers, 
through their chosen mouthpiece, gave their views also. 
Even then, the case would not be exhaustively stated, 
because the country will in the end examine such advice 
as is tendered, and then adapt and enlarge it from a national 
and imperial point of view. This is a task for the inter- 
pretators of the nation at large, that is to say, the statesmen 
and leaders who are capable of forming an opinion and 
giving advice.

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HERE could be no doubt in regard to the relief and 

gladness with which King George was greeted by 

his subjects on returning from his yachting tour in 

the East. He went away fagged and weary, and now 
the most careless eye discerns that he has regained health 
and spirits. In the most peaceful era “ uneasy is the head 
that wears a crown,” for a great position, even during a 
period of tranquillity, carries with it great responsibilities. 
But the last ten years, with their terrible war-storm and the 
retrogression that followed, involved endless work and 
anxiety. Amid all his trials and anxieties the King bore 
himself as he has always done, with a simple, natural 
dignity, a kindly sympathy with all who have suffered, 
that has caused many of those who are opposed to Royalty 
to declare that “‘if all kings were like King George there 
would be no Republicans.”’ But he would not have been 
human if he had not feit the weight with which he was 
loaded. It is in no small measure due to his quiet example 
that one sees those nations that deposed their kings in the 
stress of war betraying unmistakable signs of a wish to 
return again to a monarchical system. 


MONG the features in Mr. Churchill’s very able and 
«“ comprehensive Budget speech, the point most likely 
to be keenly debated is that he has not been able to take 
more than sixpence off the income tax. It was felt that 
taking off a shilling would have been worth while—it would 
have put heart into the distressed taxpayer. A second 
matter is, in a sense, more important. It is the projected 
establishment of a gigantic insurance scheme to apply to 
ail wage-earners. The scheme will be costly, but the 
C!.ancellor argued that its expense could be met by the fall 
of war pensions at every year and every stage. ‘This fall is 
yore than the cost of the new pension scheme. Obviously, 
re must be argument about the soundness of the finance, 
the provision of war pensions, in the eyes of many people, 
been a consolation to those who have suffered in defence 
he country. ‘To use it as a permanent charge on which 
build up a new scheme of insurance for all wage earners, 
y not seem very wise to many taxpayers. In a thin 
i like the present, the adjustment of taxation distantly 
embles the operation of dancing on a tight-rope. To 
xe 1 per cent. off the super-tax, and to add 1 per cent. 
the death duties, is an example of what we mean. All 
ill endorse, however, such a course as the return to a 
ld currency.

| HE recent important work by Professor K. N. Moss, 

Professor J. S. Haldane, Professor Pembrey and others 

n Miners’ Fatigue seems hardly to have attracted the notice 

f our athletes. To put matters briefly, miners suffer 

rom an excessive loss of fluid through their skin and lungs 

during their working shifts. One miner lost as much as 
».56lb. during five hours’ work, and thirteen other miners 
vorking in a temperature of 100 Fahr., lost an average of 
2.38lb. per hour. This sweating, if unaccompanied by 
lrinking water, induces a thirst due to the increase of the 
salt content o° the blood; but if water be drunk in large 
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quantities, the salt content of the blood becomes sub- 
normal, and this is followed by pronounced fatigue and, in 
severe cases, cramp. But the investigators of Miners’ 
Fatigue have discovered that, if salt solution be taken instead 
of pure water, the fatigue is very much diminished, and in 
many cases muscular cramp, which affects some individuals, 
is entirely done away with. Lecturing to a class of about 
150 students, representing some twenty colleges, the present 
writer, in dealing with fatigue, pointed out these results, 
but only one of the 150 students took advantage of his 
newly gained knowledge. He proceeded to induce two 
or three of his companions who were playing in a Rugby 
football match to try drinking water in which 0.25 per cent. 
of salt was dissolved. He remarked afterwards that the 
result astonished him and his companions. At the end 
of what he called ‘‘a strenuous game ”—strenuous is a 
greatly overworked word in the universities at present 

he and his companions were “as strong as horses” and 
they “felt they could go on for ever.’ But he added 
that later in the evening he thought all of them felt rather 
more tired than they normally did after a vigorous game. 


OF course, cases differ. Here we quote only one out of 

several, and it is one of the most successful cases 
given by Professor Moss in a recent paper published by 
the Royal Society : 

E. C., of poor physique, who drinks 8 pints of water during 
the shift. He has been a frequent sufferer, but since taking salt 
each day for the past three months has had no sign of cramp. 
His evidence was as follows: (1) Appetite much improved ; 
(2) feels quite fresh after a shift’s work, where formerly he was 
obliged to cease work about 12.30 p.m. each day owing to exces- 
sive fatigue; (3) his life at home was changed from one of 
laziness and sleep to one full of energy; (4) in general feels a 
changed man. 

The rough measure of the salt to be used is two level 
teaspoonfuls, 7.e., some 6-10 grammes, for every gallon 
of water drunk. The application of this salt solution 
to fatigue is, of course, not confined to miners. Stokers 
in the tropics have used it with success, and all engaged 
in active muscular effort in hot climates might find relief 
by drinking salt and water. ‘The beneficial application of 
absorbing certain solutions also apparently extends to trees, 
for the recent results of Dr. C. B. Lipman of the University 
of California, who has been injecting nutrient salts hypo- 
dermically into the orchards of that State, claim attention. 
In the professor’s opinion, the trees can be stimulated as 
well as fed by these injections, and large quantities seem to 
be readily absorbed, one pear tree taking up 60 quarts 
in the course of a day and night. The subject opens up 
many by-paths, including the elimination of difficulties 
owing to the complexity of various soils, and it might 
possibly also prove of value in connection with the combat- 
ing of pests.

ANON RAFFLES-FLINT, Archdeacon of Cornwall, 
has included a timely protest against the disfigurement 

of country graveyards in his annual visitation charge. 
Not so very long ago headstones and tombs were made of 
local stone prepared by local men. They showed “ a comely 
outline, restrained ornament and, most important of all, 
fair lettering all in harmony with the church tower which 
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had the beauty and tone of ages.” In other words, the 
rude forefather of the hamlet was laid to sleep among natural 
surroundings, and those who passed by, as well as descen- 
dants and old friends, had the satisfaction of feeling that 
in death he was not parted from the village. ‘They could 
not experience that satisfaction in a graveyard where 
‘“ grey walls of churches rise through a sea of white marble 
beset with Latin crosses.” ‘The marble comes from Carrara 
and is, therefore, foreign. Its tombstones are factory-made 
and are turned out in the mass. They have no point of 
contact with British peasantry alive or dead, and are entirely 
unsuited to the British climate. Commended by nothing 
except this cheap gentility, they are depriving the graveyards 
of that home atmosphere so precious in its soft melancholy 
to those who come at intervals to saunter amid the tombs 
and recall what they remember of the habits, virtues and 
failings of those who have been laid tenderly to rest in 
familiar surroundings. 


HERE has hardly ever yet been a final Cup Tie which has 
not been described as disappointing. ‘The vast crowd 
and the importance of the occasion go to the players’ heads. 
Last Saturday’s match has shared the usual fate, but it 
appears to have come up to any reasonable expectations ; 
and we may be sure that those who came from Sheffield 
did not think it disappointing by any manner of means. 
The experts all declared that Cardiff would win, but to 
those who are not experts and to whom Cardiff still stands 
for Rugby football rather than Association, the name of 
Sheffield United sounded, from past associations, the more 
terrible, and the ignorant prophets were in the right. The 
one goal scored by the winners came from a fatal moment’s 
hesitation by a defending back; and as both the goals 
scored by Sheffield against Southampton sprang from the 
same cause, the cup-holders may certainly be said to have 
profited by the mistakes of their enemies. Whatever the 
game, however, it is on big occasions very often the losers 
that beat themselves, and it is no small virtue, and one that 
often brings victory, to avoid the grosser forms of error. 
The player who, metaphorically, looks after the pence 
and lets the pounds look after themselves is always 
formidable. 


HE victory at the polls of Field-Marshal von Hinden- 
burg ought not to have caused the surprise that it 
did. ‘The old warrior has ever been the idol of German 
women and to a great extent of their male relatives, an 
observation that derives point from the fact that German 
citizens are admitted to the franchise at the age of twenty, 
that is to say, the period most susceptible to romantic 
enthusiasms and illusions. History has got very little to 
say in favour of the appointment of old men as heads of 
States. ‘The best parallel to the present case is very close. 
Hindenburg follows Ebert in a way not altogether unlike 
that in which MacMahon followed Thiers after the defeat 
o. the latter in 1873. Although the Marshalate, as it 
was called in France, was ushered in with a great sounding 
of trumpets, it was ultimately ridiculed out of office. It 
was, in the Shakespearean phrase, ‘‘ too late a-week ”’ for 
the brilliant soldier to show brilliance in statesmanship. 
The good point about the election of Hindenburg is that it 
is part of the awakening of Europe to the folly of the post- 
war republics and revolutions. ‘The bad point is that it 
may create a new fever of hopes and apprehensions. 


'T has been decided to entrust the air defences of London 
to the ‘Territorial Army in conjunction with the Royal 
Air Force. Thus the capital of the Empire will be defended 
by its own citizens, who may be expected to show the same 
zeal and bravery as before, different as the weapons may 
be with which they fight. The new commander of the 
51st (London) Anti-Aircraft Brigade, Colonel P. T. Etherton, 
originated the air raid manceuvres which are being carried 
out over London in connection with a great recruiting 
effort to bring the 51st Brigade and the 26th Searchlight 
Battalion up to strength. At present they are only one- 
fifth of the establishment required. ‘These two units, 
on which the defences of London against attack by enemy 
aircraft depend, are really corps d’élite—in other words, of 
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a specially adapted type of soldier. The work with guns, 
searchlights and the new form of sound locators is as 
interesting as can be desired. ‘The purpose of the locato: 
is to detect the approach and direction of hostile aircraft. 
Colonel Etherton served in the South African Campaign 
on four fronts during the late war, and he has had much 
experience in bombing and raiding tactics. He is a keen, 
energetic soldier whose one idea is to: make his brigade 
equal to the duty assigned to it in the defence of London. 


‘7 EEBRUGGE is richer to-day than the historic town 

* which gave it birth. By the misfortune which with- 
drew trade from the silver river, Bruges preserved her own 
best treasures of the past. The visitor found the old- 
fashioned town a strong contrast to the modern soldiers 
and seamen assembled to finish the commemoration of a 
feat of war for which antiquity has no parallel.

So he was not 
surprised to see a_ sandal-footed friar, brown-cloaked, 
rubicund, shorn; meek nuns, black-cloaked, offering a 
demure contrast to the active Sisters of St. Vincent and 
Paul, whose large, breezy coifs did not look sombre by the 
canal, half asleep where a long grey cottage facade invites 
the bold knuckles of the curious. An ancient dame in 
this Godshuisen is boiling clothes in a copper cauldron 
on a stove that shows no blink of cheery red; no carpet 
softens the stone floor. ‘Through an archway in the grey, 
clammy passage—perchance the canal waters lick the cellar 
walls—can be seen a humble altar with candles in tin holders, 
a rough crucifix, a flower, a picture. As it was in the 
days of Charles the Bold so it is now.

~ the Hughes “ Fragments of Autobiography,”’ appearing 

in the Cornhill, the instalment for May deals to a con- 
siderable extent with boxing, an accomplishment that was 
highly regarded by the muscular Christianity of the time. 
Hughes is concerned chiefly in relating the story of his 
connection with Frederick Maurice during the early days 
of the Working Men’s College which was founded in 
1854 and opened in Red Lion Square. Maurice appears 
to have been rather loath to consent to having a boxing 
class, but Hughes eventually prevailed, without realising 
all that it would mean. In his own opinion he had very 
little to learn in the art of self-defence when he left school 
for Oxford. It happened, however, at the time that an 
ex-member of the prize ring, known as “ the Flying Tailor,” 
was brought to Oriel by a Wykehamist. Now, Burton 
Forster, the Wykehamist in question, was keen for Hughes 
to take lessons, and eventually prevaiied on him to do so. 
Hughes, at the time, weighed eleven stone two pounds, 
was in good form, and so put on the gloves without any 
misgiving. But in two minutes he had found out his 
mistake. Do what he could, he could not get near his 
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ypponent, “ while he seemed to hit me in counter and 
rally just as he pleased.” Like a wise man, he took the 
iicking well, and as he wanted to be a good boxer, he got 
“the Flying Tailor’ to give him lessons until ‘ I had 
-horoughly learned all he could teach me.’ Hughes was, 
therefore, in a position to show the young members of 
the Working Men’s College how to box. ‘The first lessons 
he gave were in the nature of sound thumpings to those 
who believed in muscle more than in science, and who 
could only be convinced of their errors by hard knocks. 
It is altogether a very bright account of a very wholesome 
movement. 


Bee polecat, like the otter, is often credited with being 

far rarer than is actually the case. For example, we 
hear from Norfolk that, although many naturalists have 
regarded it as being practically extinct locally, it is actually 
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much commoner in the marshland districts than is suspected. 
Mr. Arthur Patterson, the well known Yarmouth naturalist 
and author of many delightful books on the birds of the 
Broads and the old gunners who once pursued them, 
states that one was killed at North Walsham last year, 
while the Rev. J. Norris Dredge of Mautby Rectory, whose 
parish lies in the heart of the marshes, states that on Saturday, 
April 18th, a polecat visited his garden and approached 
within five feet of him. He records other polecats from 
his parish in 1924, 1923 and 1915. We have both seen— 
and smelt !—the polecat in Wicken Fen in Cambridgeshire, 
the last remaining large tract of primeval fenland, and do not 
doubt that it is, relatively speaking, a good deal commoner 
in marshland districts than is generally supposed. East 
Anglia is, probably, its last English stronghold. Long may 
it remain for, though bloodthirsty, one would not like 
to lose it. 





THE YACHTING SEASON 


By Francis B. Cooke. 


LTHOUGH_ yachting has recovered rather slowly 
from the effects of the war, progress has been steadily 
maintained, and each season since the Armistice has 
been better than its predecessor. The outlook is now 
more promising than at any time since 1914, and during 

the coming summer we may expect to see a return to something 
like pre-war conditions. Indeed, in one respect the approaching 
season bids fair to excel that of 1914 as our principal racing 
class will be better represented. For some years before the 
outbreak of hostilities put a temporary stop to yachting, the 
popularity of big-cutter racing had been on the wane, the only 
representatives of the class being the two Fife boats, Shamrock 
and White Heather II. Thanks, however, to the enterprise 


of the King in bringing out Britannia, there has been a welcome 
revival during the past few years, and no better class of big 
cutters has been seen since the ‘nineties than that which will 
go round the coast during the coming summer. It is true that 
the vessels are the product of different rating rules and represent 
different periods, but they are so well matched that in most 
of their races last year they all started from the scratch 
mark. In view of the fact that a period of nearly thirty 
years separates the oldest from the youngest, this equality of 
speed is very remarkable ; but it must be remembered that the 
thirty-three year old Britannia is rather larger than the 
others, and derives some compensation for her age from her 
longer waterline.

Last year, owing to the uncertainty which existed in the 
spring as to what yachts would be commissioned, several delayed 
their fitting-out operations until after the commencement of 
the season, with the result that they were not ready until late 
in July. The big yacht season was consequently confined to 
the month of August. No such misunderstanding is likely to 
arise this year, and it is expected that the class will commence 
racing at the early regattas and continue until the end of August. 
An innovation in the arrangement of the programme is the allot- 
ment of a date in July to Plymouth regatta. In the past this 
fixture has taken place late in the season, after the Solent regattas, 
with the result that the big yachts have been absent. This has 
been a great disappointment to the yachtsmen of the district, 
who, at the Fixtures Conference, made strong representations 
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Association, who has an intimate knowledge of the boat and 
invariably handles her to perfection. Despite her age, the 
Royal cutter is still a wonder to windward when there is any 
weight in the wind, and when such conditions obtain she usually 
shows her rivals the way home. 

Shamrock and White Heather II have always been keen 
rivals. Both were built at the famous yard at Fairlie from 
the design of Fife—White Heather in 1907 and Shamrock the 
following year. Season after season they struggled against 
each other for the honour of heading the 23-metre class, and it 
was always a moot point as to which was the better yacht. 
At the end of the war Shamrock was wanted to act as trial boat 
to the America Cup challenger of the same name, and before 
being sent across the Atlantic the yacht had extensive alterations 
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for an earlier date. Now that the Plymouth regatta has been 
fixed to commence on July 21st it is hoped that the big cutters 
will take part, and compensate for past disappointments. 

The big-cutter class will, as in 1924, comprise His Majesty’s 
Britannia, Sir Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock, Lord Waring’s 
White Heather II, and Mr. J. Weld-Blundell’s Lulworth. It 
is not yet known whether Mrs. Workman’s Nyria, which was 
absent last year, will be commissioned, but her inclusion would 
add enormously to the interest of the racing. All the yachts 
are undergoing a very thorough preparation, and will be in better 
trim than last year. The veteran Britannia has had a new 
suit of sails made in the famous loft of Messrs. Ratsey and 
Lapthora. She will, as usual, be steered in her matches by Major 
Philip Hunloke, the senior vice-president of the Yacht Racing 
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effected with a view to increasing her speed. When she returned 
to this country late in 1923, further modifications were carried 
out, and her form was, therefore, an unknown quantity. Last 
summer Shamrock in her new trim proved a disappointment, 
and only succeeded in capturing one prize, the Royal Victoria 
Gold Cup, while her old rival wound up the season at the head 
of the class. It is only fair to Shamrock, however, to point 
out that she was extremely unlucky, first losing a man over- 
board and subsequently suffering from mishaps to gear. White 
Heather, on the other hand, had a most successful season. 
Splendidly handled by Mountifield, she was certainly the 
best boat in the class under the weather conditions that for 
the most part obtained, and it was only in fresh winds that 
Britannia could hold her. 
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During the past winter Shamrock has 
been hauled out in Messrs. Camper and 
Nicholson’s yard at Southampton for altera- 
tion to her lead keel, and it is hoped that 
she will show something like her old form 
when she next meets White Heather. This 
year she will have her old skipper, Captain 
Sycamore, at her helm, and his intimate 
knowledge of the yacht and wide experience 
of big cutter racing can hardly fail to be of 
great service to her. White Heather II has 
recently been purchased by Lord Waring, 
who chartered her for a portion of last 
season. Considerable alterations have been 
made to the cutter’s cabin accommodation, 
and her sail plan has been slightly modified, 
but otherwise she will be in much the same 
trimas in 1924. It is possible that her old 
owner, Sir Charles Allom, may charter her 
for a few weeks during the summer. 

Last year Lulworth was one of the 
surprises of the season. Under the flag of 
her original owner, the late Mr. R. H. Lec, 
she was generally regarded as a complete 
failure; but in the ownership of Mr. J. 
Weld-Blundell she sailed consistently well, 
and won quite a nice string of prize flags. 
How much of her improvement was due 
to the alterations that were carried out 
and how much to the ‘skill of her skipper, 
Captain Bevis, cannot be estimated, but 
she certainly sailed like a different boat 
in the hands of Bevis, who formerly com- 
manded White Heather II. Mr. Weld 
Blundell has spared neither money nor 
trouble in preparing the yacht for the 
coming season, and a deal of work has 
been done on her by Messrs. Camper and 
Nicholson at their Southampton yard. 
The cutter’s lead keel has been recast, her 
bottom planed down, and modifications 
effected to her deckhouse-companion. — If 
the improvement anticipated from these 
alterations is realised, Lulworth should 
take a prominent part in the racing. 

The popular 12-metre class, which 
enjoyed such fine racing last year, will 
again be a “ hot’”’ one. Mr. F. Last, the 
Commodore of the Royal Corinthian 
Yacht Club, has had a new yacht built to 
replace Noreen, which was a trifle out- 
classed in 1924. The recruit, which will 
be named Doris, has been built by Messrs. 
Camper and Nicholson from the design of 
Nicholson, and will carry the fashionable 
Bermudian rig. Noresca, the Anke1 
designed vessel that headed the list of 
prize-winners last summer, has been sold 
by Sir W. P. Burton and Mr. R. G. Perry 
to Messrs. I. G. Mitchell and Ellis Brown, 
who raced the 6-metre My Lady Dainty in 
1924. Mr. Wilfred Leuchars’ Moyana II, 
which was not very successful in her first 
season, has been extensively altered by 
Messrs. Drake Brothers of ‘Tollesbury. 
With a new keel and her rig altered from 
gaff mainsail to Bermudian, it is hoped 
that the Mylne cutter will show much 
improved form. Mr. J. R. Payne’s beauti 
ful Fife cutter, Vanity, and Mr. P. de-G. 
Benson’s Nicholson-designed Clymene will 
appear in the class again; but Atalanta 
has been sold by Messrs. A. C. Adams 
and J. R. Piper to Mr. W. IF. McAusland, 
who will race her on the Clyde in a handi- 
cap class. Heira II, Mr. W. M. M. Curtis, 
is in the sale list, and is not likely to hoist 
her colours unless she changes hands. The 
12-metre yachts will not go north for the 
Clyde Fortnight this year, as, at the con- 
clusion of Ramsgate Week, they are to 
visit Ostend. 
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‘““NIMROD CAPELL, HUNTSMAN TO THE BELVOIR.” 


CRITIC once wrote of the late Gervase Elwes’ singing 
of the “ Shropshire Lad ”’ that the secret of his wonderful 
emotional and artistic success lay in the fact that the 
words themselves were part of the very bone and heart 
of English soil and that they were sung by a man so 

entirely English as to know exquisite pain in the loving of his 
own land. 

The simile, brought nearer to earth, might well be applied 
to the exhibition of hunting and other pictures by Mr. Lionel 
Edwards which will be opened to-day by the Duchess of 
Beaufort at the Sporting Gallery, 32, King Street, Covent Garden. 

These water-colours, drawings and sketches are, with few 
exceptions, living and vital cameos of sports which are part and 
parcel of the soil of England—drawn by a man who has seen

and done the things that his subjects see and do. The secret 
of the immense popularity gained by Mr. Edwards of recent 
years is not far to seek when one walks round these pictures 
of his—chapters torn from the book of everyday English country 
life. It is not that the artist is startlingly original or that his 
subjects are other than commonplace. He is unoriginal, heresy 
though that may sound; but originality connotes newness, and 
there is nothing new under the sun, perhaps least of all in the 
hunting field. 

Where Mr. Edwards scores is that he has got away from 
the rut of convention into which hunting artists had fallen. 
Most of them are still in it. They either cannot shake their 
minds free from the mistaken notion that the crude and childish 
wit which distinguished most of the hunting prints of the late

nineteenth century, notably the “ I-have-an-Idea’’ series, 
reflects the mentality of the hunting man, or they still labour 
under the impression that hunting consists solely of hounds 
streaming across an unnaturally green field, with a bunch of 
graven images seated on horses made to standardised pattern, 
riding on the sterns of the pack. Occasionally, one meets 
with devastating humour in the form of a battered gentleman 
either being catapulted over a hedge or emerging odorously 
from a foul ditch. A little trying, all of it. : 

Mr. Edwards gives us none of this. He confines himself 
to hunting as hunting is, and not as a non-hunting artist thinks 
it should be. 

When I saw scenes and characters from hunts such poles 
apart as the Wilton, the Belvoir and the Cheshire, I was tempted 
to ask whether the artist had, in cold fact, hunted in every country 
in England, The answer was illuminating—forty-six packs of 
foxhounds, five of staghounds, five of harriers, five of beagles, 
five of otterhounds, two packs of bloodhounds and one drag. 

Over and above all, Mr, Lionel Edwards possesses a quality 
which possibly escapes most of those who admire his works. 
He can be called a landscape painter first and a sportsman- 


painter afterwards. He is one of the artists—how few they are— 
who realise that the soul of a sporting picture is its setting. 
I would dare wager that it can be truly said of him that he has 
never painted a landscape which he has not seen: wherein he 
is very different from the majority. You could lift horses, 
hounds or any other animate figure you please, out of any of 
his paintings and still leave a complete landscape and a real 
picture. 

An example of this fine landscape work of his is his picture, 
“Nimrod Capell, Huntsman to the Belvoir, 1924.” It is a 
bold study in the light and shade of leafless days, with a band of 
pale sunlight thrown from a rift in the clouds and, in the distance, 
blue on its hill, the massed bulk of the castle that has known 
the house of Manners, their horses, horns and hounds from 
the dim days of early venery. 

Another example of his skill as a landscape painter is his 
other picture, ‘* The Wilton at Gallows Hill,’’ wherein the artist 
gives us a dun day of winds and clouds, with horses and field 
motionless below a shoulder of the hill, crowned by a covert 
dark as a cloud, watching hounds working the rough grass 
and hedge bottoms. 
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Better, or, at least, more 
vivid in its action, is ‘‘ The 
Berkeley near Rockhampton,” 
with the high lights of a watery 
sun on the rain splashes in the 
meadows striking a more brilliant 
note from the yellow coat of 
the huntsman in the foreground. 

A very pleasant picture 
and one which shows his grasp 
of a different and more Dutch- 
like style is ‘‘ Milking Time.”’ 
There is something almost 
Cuyp-like in the dusky shadows 
in the rafters and the high reds 
and whites of the cows, in 
quiet contrast with the glow of 
sunlight falling athwart door- 
step and golden straw.

on sport in India. 
The principal 
shoot of the tour was 
in Nepal, one of the 
finest and most care- 
fully preserved game 
tracts in the East. It 
took place in the ‘Terai, 
a large tract of waste 
land along the foot- 
hills of the Himalayas 
that one skirts in the 
railway journey from 
Calcutta to the north. 
It was constituted 
waste land after the 
war between the Brit- 
ish Government and 
Nepal in 1814 as an 
obstacle to the advance 
of any hostile force 
from India, and com- 
prises extensive 
stretches of jungle, 
reeds and_ bulrushes, 
the latter running to 
a height of 15ft., with 
occasional open patches 
more or less free from 
the bog and morass 
which are the leading 
features of the ‘Terai. 
Nepal is familiar 
to us as the land of 
the Gurkhas, and the 
arrangements for the 
shoot were carried 
out with the care and 
thoroughness — charac- 
teristic of that State. 
More than four 
hundred elephants 
were employed, the 
Prince sometimes 
shooting from a 
howdah, and on occa- 
sions from a_ pad 
strapped on the ele- 
phant’s back. The 
howdah is the safest 
when an_ onslaught 
from a charging tiger is 
a possibility, but, from 
my own experience,

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tiger lying up in th 
long grass and upo 
which we almost trox 
before being aware o 
its presence. Th 
elephant turned tai 
and bolted, and noi 
until that moment 
did I realise the 
pace at which it can 
travel when dogged by 
real fear. The tiger, 
though badly hit in 
the hindquarters by 
my first shot, was 
making desperate ef- 
forts to get on to the 
pad, while I, thrown 
from my balance, was 
hanging on by the 
ropes and swinging as 
the pendulum of a 
clock. Thus did we 
career along until the 
elephant finally charg- 
ed through a stony 
nullah, ascending the 
bank on the far side, 
where we managed t 
bring it to a standstill ; 
the tiger having, in 
the meantime, been 
dislodged, and it was 
not until later that it 
was accounted for. 

During the course 
of his shoot in Nepal 
the Prince shot a 
hamadryad, or king 
cobra, the _ largest 
known poisonous snake 
in the world, which 
grows to over fifteen 
feet in length. The 
He madry: d is the mos 
formidable reptile i:

More tiger shoot 
ing was indulged i 
with the Maharaja! 
Scindia of Gwalior 
who, I believe, hold 
the record in this re 
spect, some seven hun 
dred and forty tiger 
having fallen to hi 
rifle, while he has bee 
present at the slayin 
of over fourteen hun 
dred. Much contro 
versy has centre 
around the size an 
measurement of tiger: 
and the book unde 
review seems to dis 
pose of those of eleve: 
feet and over. As i 
suggested, thes 
phantom animals migh 
well be regarded as ; 
sub-species, and label- 
led Felis tigris super- 
bus. There are severa!

the most accurate is to piace the carcass ona flat surface with 
pegs in the ground at the tip of the nose and the tail ; it is then 
removed and the measurement between the pegs is taken. 
As we proceed through this remarkable book we are treated 
to sport among the chital, or spotted deer, the imperial sand 
grouse of Bikanir, the Indian antelope, or black buck in Baroda 
and elsewhere, with mahseer fishing in Mysore and duck shooting 
on a vast scale in Bharatpur. Jodhpur produced some excellent 
pig-sticking, it being the Prince’s introduction to this typical 
Indian sport. Jodhpur itself, with its fortress rock, is a wonderful 
place to see ; it reminds one of the Acropolis of Athens or the

majestic beauty of Carcassonne, a fitting home for the great 
Rajput chiefs who have figured so prominently in Indian history. 
With that regard for size usually associated with the new 
world, the Royal camp at Jodphur included a tent 15oft. long 
by 35ft. high, a record that is surpassed by the Amir of Bokhara, 
who, I heard, during the course of my travels in Central Asia, 
had presented the late Czar of Russia with a siiken tent con- 
taining seventeen rooms. Polo figured largely in the Prince’s 
programme, and, though not a natural hitter, he is remarkably 
keen, and probably owes a great deal of his success as a 
horseman to the experience afforded by the Indian tour.

Thirty tigers were shot on the Indian tour, of which number the Prince 

accounted for five. Seventeen were shot during the week the Royal party 

spent in the jungles of Nepal. Lord Louis Mountbatten shot a tigress 

measuring oft. 7ins. One of oft. 7ins. is, probably, one in a thousand, 
and, in size, this was the finest trophy of the shoot. 





The Prince rode races in India, for racing 
plays a prominent part in the life and being of 
the community. The advantages of Indian racing 
are that you can, at the proper season, depend 
upon the weather, the resources from the 
totalisator furnish the wherewithal for improve- 
ments, and the social atmosphere is such that 
most of those attending are acquainted with each 
other, so that it assumes the character of a garden 
party, with, perhaps, the scenic beauties of Good- 
wood and the glories of Ascot. 

During the course of his tour the Prince 
won the Hog Hunter’s Cup, one of the most 
difficult races in the world and a feat of which 
any rider might well be proud ; and in the East, 
where one is largely judged by appearances 
and performance, it placed him in the fore- 
front of daring riders. 

Apart from his sporting activities, the Prince 
gives evidence of amazing energy, of tenacity 
for work, and a natural inclination to do the 
right thing, and do it well. The heir to the 
throne when on a tour such as this is constantly 
in the limelight, and if these qualities were not 
part of his character and temperament they would 
soon be revealed as false. But they appear 
with a spontaneity that admits of no doubt, and 
are proof of a well merited popularity. 

Mr. Bernard C. Ellison’s somewhat belated 
book will rank high in the literature of Indian 
sport, and its value is enhanced by the beauty 
and variety of the photographs. As a modest 
hunter of big game, I have seldom read one 
with more interest, and to the traveller, the 
shikari, and the sportsman the Arab proverb 
will recur, “The days spent in the chase are 
not counted in the span of life.”

THE BATTLE OF TANNENBERG. 
Tannenberg: The First Thirty Days in East 

Prussia, by Sir Edmund Ironside, K.C.B. 

(Blackwood, 15s. net.) 

IT is a long while now from the days when we 
expected the ‘‘ Russian Steam-roller ” to do its work ; 
melancholy years have intervened, and the story of 
the first campaign of the war has become one of ghosts 
and legends. The Russia, our ally, has been dis- 
rupted, if not utterly destroyed, and once-rich emigrés 
in seedy coats make up to prosperous John Bull and 
whisper to him aside, “‘ Do not forget that we saved 
you and Fiance in the first month of the war.’ 
General Sir Edmund Ironside, K.C.B., who has just 
produced an exhaustive military study of the battle of 
‘Tannenberg, performs the ungracious task of discrown- 
ing the Russian heroes, with a soldierly lack of senti- 
ment. His book is a merciless exposure of the un- 
preparedness, indiscipline and incapacity of the 
Russians even at the outset of the war. It reminds 
me of the thought I had at the time of mobilisation : 
“* Russia can have no possible chance in fighting against 
the Germans.’ That first thought seemed to be 
disproved by the initial successes in East Prussia 
and by the ability which the Russians displayed, after 
defeat, of keeping the German armies at bay. But it 
was the Censor who was holding the Germans back 
rather than Russian generalship. The idea that 
numbers alone could win a war, so prevalent in the 
first period of the war, was a dreadful fallacy. It 
resulted, in the case of Russia, in stupendous butchery 
of men. No doubt it caused the Revolution at the 
last. In order to create a diversion Generals Sam- 
sgnof and Rennenkampf led the flower of the Russian 
armies to the siege of Konigsberg. On General 
Ironside’s showing, nearly everything they did was 
wrong. They had some luck, and won a few battles 
at the beginning, but they rode to an inevitable 
disaster. Then one General shot himself, and the 
other turned tail. It is unpleasant reading for a 
layman, but when one has finished this dispassionate 
study one comes to the conclusion that the Russians, 
even by their defeat, did greatly help the Allied cause 
in the beginning of the war. They scared the 
Germans unwarrantably. Their initial successes were 
magnified in the German mind. The first commander- 
in-chief was withdrawn, beaten: Ludendorf was sent 
to take his place. Troops and guns in great numbers 
were moved up, and, incredible as it may seem, the 
Germans were actually able to divide and outnumber 
the Russians at the battle of Tannenberg; 155 
battalions of German infantry facing 132 Russian 
battalions, and 128 German heavy guns against twelve 
Russian ones. It is true the Russians had double the 
quantity of cavalry, but mounted men proved of little 
use. It is therefore undoubted that the Russians did 
draw off German troops, guns and, above all, German 
energy, interest, from the vital French front to the 
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t so vital Eastern one. The Germans, with all their military 

ence, made very serious mistakes at the outset of the war, and 

innenberg, after all, was but a Pyrrhic victory. It helped to make 

»ssible the irreparable failure on the Marne. General Ironside’s book 

primarily a book for students of war, but it is clearly written and has

‘Aemories of Forty-eight Years Service, by General Sir Horace 
Smith-Dorrien, G.C.B. (John Murray, 25s.) 
-[R HORACE SMITH-DORRIEN has been fortunate in his life. 
fis ideal was as much of fighting and as much of sport as could be 
ompressed into it, and fortune favoured him with an ample share. 
‘le was one of the few survivors of Isandhlwana, he commanded a 
brigade at Omdurman, was an actor in that fateful meeting at Fashoda, 
nade more than a name for himself in the Boer War, and finally 
commanded half the Expeditionary Force at its initial encounter with 
the flower of the German Army. The Germans, with some reason, 
used to envy our officers the experience they got in colonial warfare. 
Certainly these campaigns in which our Staff and regimental officers 
graduated were invaluable and compensated very largely for their 
inevitable inexperience in manceuvring big armies such as were familiar 
to Continental commanders. In consequence, whatever our Army 
lacked it was not resource or initiative. And to this Sir Horace’s 
career forms solid testimony. Nor was he one to wait on fortune for 
opportunities. He was continually jogging her elbow, so to speak : 
importunately wiring to someone at the War Office or boldly asking 
a fighting job of Kitchener. Indeed, the early history of most of our 
great generals is the tale of how they consistently did what regulations 
said they should not do. For many readers, interest will centre in the 
account, given in some detail and well illustrated with maps, of the 
Second Army Corps’ retreat from Mons and more particularly in its 
stand at Le Cateau. That stand, costly as it was in casualties, has 
been censured both in this country and abroad. It was only to justify 
his corps and his staff that Sir Horace now breaks silence, and almost 
beyond a doubt he makes good his case. He took a decision, a difficult 
one, and saved our Army from disaster. The restraint with which 
he treats both this and other events of the late war is something to be 
admired, and it is a pity that it has not been observed so rigidly by others. 


Eclipse, by S. P. B. Mais. (Grant Richards, 7s. 6d.) 

MR. MAIS is moved by an honest conviction that the times are out 
of joint, an honest desire to help to put them right. So he sets down 
the things that he has seen: corrupt rich men, venal poor ones, the 
restless round of drink, dancing, night clubs, mannequin parades, 
sophisticated week-ends and winter sports, the easy come and go of 
passions miscalled love. Yet Eclipse fails to wield effectively the whip 
of satire. In his haste to begin upon flagellation, Mr. Mais omits to 
make us realiy know and take an interest in his characters ; they 
remain mouthpieces of his views. And, though these views make 
very sincerely for righteousness, there are no views that necessarily 
make for a novel. So Martin, the hero, does not engage our sympathies 
but only wearies us with his perpetual whinings over his fate; and 
Jill, the mannequin heroine, irritates us by much the same quality. She 
is always feeling colder than she ever did in her life before, always com- 
plaining because she has not a fireplace or a hot water bottle in her 
bedroom—until we long to tell the author that the girl was never born 
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who could not devise some means of heating water in her room if she 
wanted to. But Jill, Martin and Mr. Mais all infinitely prefer a grievance 
to the saving gleam of common-sense. The dialogue in the book is easy 
and natural ; and the author knows—though he often exaggerates what 
he knows—the newspaper and social worlds of which he writes.—V. H. F. 








The Isle of Ghosts, by Shaw Desmond. (Duckworth, 7s. 6d.) 
THIS novel of modern Ireland makes the heart ache with the sense 
of hopelessness and futility that breaks everywhere through the beauty 
and passion and poetry with which it is written. Mr. Shaw Desmond’s 
knowledge of his country and countrymen is evidently deep; yet we 
cannot help feeling that in one particular we see more clearly than he, 
for we see that he is still too near to his subject. He goes no further 
back than the rebellion of 1916, and he goes on to the present day. 
Indeed, in an epilogue he goes forward twenty years, at which time he 
predicts that Ireland will still be without ‘‘ a spark of life in her,”’ 
though he believes in her ultimate uprising. Such weary pessimism is, 
we think, likely to be modified before the twenty years are up; it is 
not a final attitude, but the sickness of disillusion suffered by every 
idealist or poet who has been confronted with the desolating difference 
between any dream and any business. Mr. Desmond seems shocked, 
for instance, that, out of four million Irishmen, only two thousand were 
found to take up arms for their cause ; but those with any experience 
of causes will feel, rather, surprise that there should have been so many. 
The cowards, the boasters, the self-seekers, the traitors—these are not 
only in Ireland, but wherever idealism raises its head ; the saints and 
martyrs, in any age and place, are few. Mr. Desmond, we feel, is 
still bitter with the dust and heat of the battle ; the emotions of recent 
years have not yet been remembered in sufficient tranquillity. For all 
that The Isle of Ghosts is a fine and moving book.

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WHAT DOES THE “COMMON READER” READ? 


The Common Reader, by Virginia Woolf. (Hogarth Press, 12s. 6d.) 
AD Virginia Woolf been able to write a book worthy 
of her title, she would have achieved eternal fame. 
All the best sellers in the world would be vanquished 
and led into captivity by anyone able to capture the 
Common Reader, for, though his designation is the 
apotheosis of commonplace, his is the most numerous tribe 
in the world. It might be expected that his appetite for reading 
would be voracious, but this is not the case. Not once in a 
century is a book produced that is, even in a greatly modified 
sense, his book. Why the author of the volume before us 
called her book that of the Common Reader “ neither you nor 
I can say, but I only ”—at any rate, she does not understand 
Dr. Johnson’s phrase. ‘‘ He” (the Common Reader), says 
Mrs. Woolf, “‘ is guided by an instinct to create for himself, out 
of whatever odds and ends he can come by, some kind of whole 
~a portrait of a man, a sketch of an age, a theory of the art 
of writing. . . Hasty, inaccurate, and superficial, snatch- 
ing now this poem, now that scrap of old furniture, without 
caring where he finds it or of what nature it may be so long 
as it serves his purpose and rounds his structure, his defi- 
ciencies as a critic are too obvious to be pointed out.” 

The reference to a “scrap of old furniture”’ isa fatal 
spot in the definition and a key to the author’s reason for 
adopting as title a phrase that can be of no use to her. Her 
opening, and what was evidently meant to be an illuminating 
essay, is on the Pastons and Chaucer. This paper is chiefly 
about the Pastons and Sir John Fastolf, ‘‘ who had fought at 
Agincourt and acquired great wealth. He had fought at Agin- 
court and got but little reward” (sic). Not out of stuff such 
as this is immortal copy made. Her Chaucer is better. He 
possesses simplicity of mind and the Common Reader took 
him to his heart and cherished him till the whirligig of time 
almost did away with the pure Saxon speech, and the first great 
English poet ceased to be read because his language was no longer 


that of the people. Yet the simplicity of thought remained, and 
to this day it is true that if the illiterate would only read Chaucer 
aloud they would understand him easily. The gay old poet 
alike in strength and weakness appealed to the Common 
Reader. Of those of a later era introduced into the essays of 
our authoress, Sir Thomas Browne deserves welcome entrance 
in spite of his being a most uncommon reader. He is like a 
highly gifted son in a commonplace family whom the less 
richly endowed will always regard with affection, as knowing 
he is one of themselves though raised above them by his learning 
and genius. Much on the same principle we imagine that 
among diarists Pepys will gain immediate admission to the 
inner circle, while Evelyn’s welcome would be doubtful simply 
because Pepys is the more human of the two, and “ one touch 
of nature makes the whole world kin.” 

Daniel Defoe is a stumbling block to our authoress, who 

finds that 
He is one of the school of Crabbe and of Gissing, and not merely a 
fellow-pupil in the same stern place of learning, but its founder and 
master. 
This curious view may be explained by her dwelling far more 
on ‘Moll Flanders” than on ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe,” yet it is in 
the latter that the full forces of Defoe’s imagination are disclosed. 
His narrative is so true to the facts as they might have been 
that the reader cannot pull himself up to consider why it is 
that the recorder of an invented and purely imaginary history 
is so carried out of himself as to become a realist in his world 
of fable. 

It will be seen even from this rough, but not unsympathetic, 
sketch of her work that Virginia Woolf’s conception of the 
Common Reader differs essentially from that with which Dr. 
Johnson concurred. ‘“ . . . I rejoice to concur with the 
Common Reader; for, by the common-:ense of readers, un- 
corrupted by literary prejudices, after all, the refinements of 
subtilty and the dogmatism of learning must be generally 
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decided all claim to poetical honours.” He was evidently 
thinking of the natural man in his naked sincerity: as a man 
throughout all the long generations amazed at the flow of 
time driving like mills its four seasons—spring, summer, 
autumn, winter—each tossing him, as it passes, its packets of 
joy and grief, always, too, leaving him a little older and a little 
more experienced. ‘The Common Reader reminds one of the 
average juryman, who listens like a child to the subtle lawyer 
and the learned judge, talks it over with those who are 
uncorrupted by literary or any other prejudice, and arrives 
at his own decision—in the which, wise and learned judges 
have learned to concur. 

Nature has taken a great deal of pains to form the taste 
and ripen the judgment of this, her well-beloved. She has used 
her simple exquisite resources to form his taste: the fluttering 
of many butterflies in spring, the fall of coloured leaves in 
autumn, the song of the lark and the hoot of the owl. In 
mood less tender she has strewn his way with scenes of hardship 
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and misery and suffering. She has given him moments of 
harassing doubt and sadness, and made the gloom pass in 
sunshine. In the end he has received an education which has 
no parallel in books. 

These are but one or two features of the abstraction to 
which Dr. Johnson gave the name of the Common Reader. It 
is our firm belief that Virginia Woolf had not fixed on a title 
till her bookbinder was thinking of a cover and she was forced 
to give her book a name ; that is to say, she did not write these 
essays with an idea of the “‘Common Reader ”’ in her head, 
but at the last moment huddled them together and tied them 
with that phrase, even as the farmer ties his sheaves, not in the 
fashion of his forefathers with rope made from the newly cut 
stalk but from twine supplied by a manufacturer. In other 
words, one is forced to the sad conclusion that the book got 
its name for the reason given by an Aberdeen builder for calling 
his straight-built row of houses a crescent, viz., because it 
wasn’t one ! 





IMPRESSIONS FROM HOYLAKE 


By BERNARD Darwin. 


MID the jumble of impressions left on my mind by a 
week's strenuous watching of the first English Cham- 
pionship at Hoylake, the chief one is of the surpassing 
greatness of Hoylake itself. I have never known the 
course so good as it was last week. Certainly I should 

have liked to see the greens a little faster; it was too easy to 
pitch and stop; the ball did not, for instance, race across the 
Briars green and over the little monticle behind it in the way it 
used to; there was not the same desperate skill wanted to stop 
on the Cop green down the wind. But one cannot have every- 
thing ; the greens in themselves were things of beauty and such 
consistently good lies through the green I have never seen. Then 
the rough was rough without being hay, as it was at the last 
Open Championship, and the wind was strong without being a 
hurricane. The new holes continued, I think, to gain in popular 
favour, except the new Rushes. This is beyond doubt an 
extremely testing hole. The ground on every side of the green 
is a mine field sown with death, but it is not a difficult thing 
to make a difficult hole, given a liberal use of the spade and there 
is something of distinction lacking. It is possible that another 
short hole may take its place in the better and more broken 
ground behind the Lake green and I hope it may. 

If the Rushes hole was unattractive, the next four were at 
their best. I will not again enter on the controversy as to the 
Dun bunker, but at any rate the Field, the Lake, the Dun and 
the Royal, coming one after the other at so critical a point in 
the round, made up such tremendous a sequence as cannot be 
found on any other course in the world. They seemed to me to 
regain something of the quality of ‘‘ gutty ’’ days. If one was 
watching a match between the strong and the weak one always 
felt, when it came to this point, that now was the time for the 
strong to draw away. And when the wind was adverse the Royal 
was the greatest hole of the four and I think just about the most 
alarming hole in all golf. The road is so hideously close to the 
green on one side, the bunkers on the other, the shot must be 
so straight and so strong. I enjoyed nothing so much in the 
whole week as seeing Mr. Ellison play it in four in the first round 
of the final in the teeth of the wind. Mr. Robinson had been 
in trouble and there was such a temptation to try to play safe, 
to play, as the saying is, “‘ for four and a half.””. Yet Mr. Ellison 
resisted it nobly, hit a high straight wooden club shot over the 
bunker and then a perfect run up to the hole side. And his 
virtue was properly rewarded, for Mr. Robinson scrambled out 
in a gallant five, instead of six, and Mr. Ellison’s four was badly 
wanted after all. 

It is a great testimony to Hoylake that in a final, wherein 
both parties played admittedly very well, there was only one 
round of under 80, and all competent judges agreed that Mr. 
Ellison’s 79 in the morning was a really fine performance. Here 
again we seem to come back to “ gutty ’’ standards, to the days 
when to break 80 was a feat. In most finals a good many holes 
are thoroughly ill played by both parties, chances being thrown 
backward and forward with prodigal hands. In the whole 
thirty-six holes of this match there were only two at which both 
players went temporarily to pieces. In the morning the Lake 
took them six apiece and though the wind was very strong, 
it was not strong enough to justify this. In the afternoon the 
tenth was won by Mr. Robinson in six against seven and there 
was but one good shot out of the whole thirteen. I only mention 
these two holes by way of contrast. At all the others someone 
was always playing well and generally both were. 

There were, as I see it, two supremely critical moments 
in the match. Perhaps I am fanciful, but one came, to my mind, 
as early as the third hole in the first round. Mr. Ellison had 
begun shakily ; he had missed a very short putt on the first 
green and been timid with his approach to the second hole. 


Mr. Robinson on the other hand had begun very steadily and 
confidently and carried off both holes. At this moment he 
missed his drive to the third and was bunkered. Here was for 
“the flying hart space to breathe how short soever.’’ Mr. 
Ellison wanted something to cheer him and to stop the rot and 
he got it. He instantly played this hole with the greatest fire 
and dash and went on playing like quite a different man, never 
making a slip, or at least never failing to recover from one, till 
the ninth hole. The other crisis may be said in the end not to 
have affected the result, but for a long time it appeared to be 
decisive. It happened at that tenth hole in the second round 
before mentioned. There had been a long string of halved holes 
and the match was square. One had the instinctive feeling 
that whoever first won a hole would win the match. Then at 
this tenth Mr. Robinson entirely missed his second and was only 
in the suburbs of the green with his third, whereas Mr. Ellison 
was in the hollow to the right of the green in two. It seemed for 
him a likely win and a certain half and behold he went right across 
the green with his third and ultimately, without touching sand, 
managed to amass a seven. Well, the spectator’s instinct was 
wrong and all was well that ended well for Mr. Ellison—but oh, 
my goodness ! how nearly it ended ill. On each of the next two 
greens Mr. Robinson had a putt to win, a putt of the kind he 
very often holes and he missed them both. If he had holed 
either of them Mr. Ellison would have been dreaming of the 
tenth hole that night and for many nights to come. 

Apart from the final, the great match was that between 
Mr. Robinson and Mr. Tolley in the fifth round. It was a remark- 
able match in this, that one party, Mr. Robinson, played extremely 
well, and the other, Mr. Tolley, played decidedly ill, and yet 
Mr. Robinson only won at the last hole and was in one sense a 
little lucky to do so, since his ball jumped the cross bunker from 
a badly played shot. It would be difficult to find better evidence 
of the strength of Mr. Tolley’s game. Here he was making a 
number of mistakes, some of them very bad ones, and yet giving 
a desperately close run to a good golfer playing well. It was 
amazing and it was also rather aggravating, because one cannot 
resist the feeling that so gifted a player ought to be able to 
avoid some of those mistakes. Mr. Tolley is not, I think, quite 
“tuned up’’ as he was at St. Andrews last year. He is one 
who thrives on hard work and has not yet had as much practice 
as he would like. But in or out of practice, in or out of form, 
he is now the magnet for the crowd, and this first English 
Championship would by no means have been the success it was 
if there had not been this ‘“‘ star turn.’”’ Better fifty minutes 
of Mr. Tolley than a cycle of—well, of a number of praise- 
worthy, industrious golfers. 

Several players played very well and enhanced their fame. 
There were, for example, two who presented in their methods 
the most vivid possible contrast to one another, Squadron- 
Leader Hayward and Mr. Sidebottom. The one is leisureliness 
of swing personified : it is his very great merit that he never 
hurries the stroke unduly and he is blessed with the same tran- 
quillity of temperament as of style. The other is the nearest 
approach to perpetual motion that can be seen on a golf course. 
But though it is easy to smile—and Mr. Sidebottom smiles good- 
humouredly himself—at his prancing methods, he is a very 
good and gallant golfer. Moreover, he has this virtue, that 
when he comes to the putting green he leaps and dances no 
more, but stands as still as a rock. I never saw anyone take 
such undaunted pains. In the semi-final against Mr. Robinson 
he had something like a forlorn hope in the shape of a putt on 
the fourteenth green with his enemy’s ball in the way. Yet 
before tackling it he took the trouble to take his cap off and 
put it on again ‘‘ back to front,’’ presumably because of the 
strong wind. That requires some greatness of soul when you 
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are four down. I take my own cap off to him with the most 
genuine respect. _ 
Mr. Holden played very well till he reached the semi-final, 
so did Mr. Leese, Mr. Board, Mr. Hardman, who beat the wonderful 
Mr. Ball, and various others. Yet I should like to end with one 
note not of admiration but of criticism. ‘‘ Naming no names,”’ 
there was too much slow play. Several players went so slowly 
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that there was a long gap of holes between them and the couple 
in front of them. The pace of the green in a championship 
meeting is never too fast, and so this ought never to happen. 
It is a great pity, to say the least, that people should get into 
this habit of playing a wilfully and nonsensically slow game. 
It bores their adversaries and everybody else, and, when all is 
said, is a form of selfishness which ought not to be encouraged. 


The CUCKOO WHO STAYED at HOME 


[This year, as every year, we have been the first to hear the cuckoo—through our 
in England? Most people would say “‘ No!” 
hereunder his observations of a cuckoo whic ] , 
learn if other naturalists regard this as an entirely isolated case, or if they consider there is 

that the cuckoo can be considered an occasional resident.—ED.] 


N_ occurrence hitherto 
unparalleled, I believe, 
in the annals of ornith- 
ology is reported from 
a North Kent locality 

in connection with a cuckoo, 
which last autumn, for some 
reason or other, failed to re- 
spond to the seasonal impulse 
of migration. Generally speak- 
ing, ornithologists have refused 
to accept the March cuckoo, 
and records of these birds 
which have given a_ date 
earlier than, say, April 7th or 
8th, have usually been taken 
cum grano salis. 

For the benefit of the 
sceptics let me give a_ brief 
outline of the movements of 
the bird. On November roth 
last I saw a cuckoo endeavour- 
ing at nightfall to find shelter 
in a straw stack immediately 
in front of my bungalow. The 
bird darted and dived as only 
cuckoos do. It dodged the 
telegraph wires skirting the 
road and flew towards an osier 
bed, for which it has _ subse- 
quently had a particular fancy. 
On January 5th at about 
9.0 a.m., while I was driving in 
the same locality, a cuckoo flew 
from a straw stack and crossed 
the road immediately in front 
of my car. It again made for 
the osier bed. 

On January 7th, Mr. Cecil 
Wright, a keen bird watcher and local farmer, specially called 
upon me to say he had seen a cuckoo. The point at which he 
had seen the bird was within a hundred yards of where I had 
seen the bird on the 5th. Several days later the local shepherd, 
Evenden, a man of fifty years’ experience, knowing of my great 
interest in cuckoos, called upon me to announce the fact that 
he had on several occasions lately seen a cuckoo in the region of 
the osier bed. 

On February 21st I again saw the cuckoo in a local clay 
pit, apparently after worms. The bird allowed me to approach 
to within three yards, and I had asplendid view. She appeared 
to be in no hurry and just flew leisurely to an adjoining post, 
upon which she settled well in view of the men at work in the 
clay pit. On 
March 7th 
my friend and 
helper, Mr. 
H. H. Turner, 
flushed _ the 
cuckoo from 
the bottom of 
a hedge not 
far distant 
from the spot 
at which I 
had first seen 
the bird on 
January 5th. 
Since thisdate 
several other 
bird observers 
have noted 
the bird.

Eminent ornithologists 
with whom I have discussed 
the record are at variance in 
their views. The general opin- 
ion is that the cuckoo must 
have been a late hatched last 
year’s youngster, failing to 
migrate in _ consequence. 
Another opinion is that some 
slight injury may have caused 
her to remain, and that she 
has been able to maintain 
herself with worms during the 
past abnormally mild winter. 
True, the waterlogged condi 
tions of this particular locality 
would have induced myriads 
of worms, insects, etc., to come 
to the surface, and the cuckoo 
would lose no time in availing 
herself of such a welcome feast ; 
but the splendid view I had of 
her in the clay pit on February 
21st gave me the positive im- 
pression that she was a fully 
matured bird and at least thre: 
vears old. 

Previous observations have 
convinced me that adult cuck- 
oos leave us for tropical Africa 
about the end of July or early 
August, the young  cuckoos 
remaining until early Septem- 
ber. In fact, I am of opinion 
that the whole season’s pro- 
duct of young cuckoos leave 
their respective localities in 
companies, consequently a very late hatched youngster would, 
at any rate, be badly placed as compared with his earlier 
hatched and more vigorous brethren. The case of this particular 
cuckoo, which has undoubtedly remained with us throughout 
the winter, reminds me of a further instance, where I am certain 
that a small colony of sand martins did not migrate. It was 
in 1906 and mid-December, when, during a brief spell of mid 
day sunshine I saw four sand martins huddled together at the 
entrance of a crevice in a steep chalk cliff in a local quarry. 
They were evidently hibernating and had for the time being 
been lured to the cliff face, where they were evidently enjoying 
the warmth of the sun. Such instances are, I know, rarely 
met with, and for me, whose earliest recollections are of 
birds, the pre- 
sent case of 
the cuckoo is 
of particular 
interest. |

I’ the great collections of furniture, objets d’art and 

pictures formed during the second half of the last 

century, three have been generously given to the 

nation. A large portion of a fourth, perhaps the 

only one that can be spoken of in the same breath 
as the Jones, Wallace and Salting collections, is coming up for 
sale at Christie’s on May 1o9th-22nd, as the property of Aimina 
Countess of Carnarvon, to whom it was bequeathed by the Inte 
Mr. Alfred de Rothschild. 

Like the two first-named collectors, Mr. de Rothschild 
devoted most of his attention to French art cf the eighteenth 
century in all its manifestations from furniture to snuff-boxes, 
and in his choice of pictures he appears to have been guided 
by what might have been the taste of the original owners of 
this furniture—indeed, many of the pictures have pedigrees 
going back well into the eighteenth century and proving them 
to have once belonged to Frenchmen. But, though French 
furniture may still enjoy as much appreciation as ever it did, 
and command even higher prices, opinion is gradually changing 
with regard to painting. 

Boucher will always remain the correct attribute of a French 
drawing-room, and the Rothschild Bouchers are attractive, 
to say the least It is particularly interesting to see this master 
of gaicty and lightness deal with a subject so frequently met 
with at the hands of Poussin. Lot 61, ‘‘ Infant Bacchanals 
with a Goat,’ might almost be the translation of a Poussin 
into pearly colours and loose handling. No less brilliant are 
the Boucher drawings, especially Lot 5, ‘“ Jeune Femme dans 
un Pare.”’ 

The main collection, however, consists of Dutch pictures 

the type of Dutch picture that was so highly prized during 
the eighteenth century for its miraculous finish, its humour, 
and its unconventional, naturalistic subject. The great Masters 
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of the Dutch school—Rembrandt, Hals, Vermeer—had to wait 
another century for recognition ; it was the little Masters who 
were sought after in the first instance, and of these little Masters 
some of the best and most famous are to be found among the 
Rothschild pictures. To-day, we no longer fall victim to miracu- 
lous finish, and the homeliness of subject has lost all its novelty ; 
vet, without in any way exaggerating the importance oft h e 

minor Dutch painters, we can still appreciate their consummate 
skill in handling paint, their sureness of touch and their tireless 
observation of the life around them. 

Nowhere are these qualities so brilliantly exhibited as in 
Jan Steen’s ‘* A Merry Company ” (Lot 95). Like so many 
of the pictures, it comes from the collections of Alexander Baring 
and Lord Ashburton, and was described while in the latter hv 
Dr. Waagen in his “ Art Treasures of Great Britain.”’ It shows 
Steen at his very best, full of vivacity as usual, but with a much 
more satisfactory composition and mere careful execution than 
is frequently found. The colours are for him remarkably rich 
bright copper saucepans, red stockings and blue aprons giving 
animation to a scene already enhanced by the interesting treat- 
ment of light and shade. The depth of the room is particularly 
well emphasised, and every figure gives expression to the humour 
of the tavern-keeper who himself figures prominently in the 
centre of the group. 

His Flemish counterpart, David Teniers, is far tess well 
represented by a set of Four Seasons ; but Adriaen van Ostade, 
that once so popular Master, is seen in one of his most famous 
pictures, ‘“ A Woman with a Child in her Arms at a Door ”’ 
(Lot 83). This work has figured in some of the most renowned 
collections, including those of Prince de Conti and Prince Talley- 
rand ; it has been used as a design for tapestry, and was engraved 
in the Choiseul Gallery ; and it must be confessed that, though 
Ostade is now relegated to a lower position than he once held, 
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here is something very 
ouching in the sincerity 
f this little painting. The 
pther Ostade, Lot 82, is a 
nore ordinary type of 
avern scene with little 
artistic merit to relieve 
the dulness of the subject, 
so that we turn with relief 
to a study of more refined 
surroundings in  Metsu’s 
‘Lady Drawing a Bust ”’ 
(Lot 77). This is a little 
gem of blond, warm colour 
permeated by that atmo- 
sphere of leisure, and com- 
fort without extravagance, 
that characterised the 
Dutch bourgeoisie of the 
seventeenth century. 

Of the landscape 
painters, Ruisdael deserves 
mention, and more especi- 
ally Aert van der Neer, 
whose little winter land- 
scape (Lot 81) with its 
blue-grey colouring and fine 
suggestion of frosty atmo- 
sphere is rather unusual 
for a Dutchman. Its light 
and freshness have almost 
a modern flavour, and the 
absence of any heavy 
browns is particularly felici- 
tous. But the happiest 
impression is left by Cuyp, 
whose ‘‘ View on the Banks 
of the Maas’”’ (Lot 64) is 
a veritable pastoral idyll. 
The gentle sloping line of 
the bank on the right is 
repeated in the backs of the 
cows reclining at the foot 
of the mound, while all 
the heat and light which 
glows in the sky and plays 
about the buildings in the 
distance seems concentra- 
ted in the brilliant red 
coat of the small boy who 
stands enraptured by the 
music of the shepherd. 
Both in this picture and in 
the ‘“‘ Halt of Cavaliers ”’ 
(Lot 65), one cannot help 
feeling how far more effec- 
tive and _ decorative is 
Cuyp’s treatment of ani- 
mals than that of the more 
burly Potter, who may be 
seen in Lot 84. Nor must 
the Italianisers, Both, 
Berchem and Du _ Jardin, 
be omitted, especially Ber- 
chem, who is quite excel- 
lent in Lot 51, ‘‘ A Woody 
Landscape with Travelling 
Peasants and Animals.” 

In a collection of this 
nature it is natural to find 
many examples by the 
later, polished, but some- 
what superficial painter, 
Wouverman. He lays more 
stress on the elaborate 
finish of each individual 
figure or group than on the 
broad unity of the whole. 
So that, with all due credit 
to his ability in characteris- 
ing the mercenaries who 
were then overrunning the 
country and in dealing 
with the inevitable white 
horse which won him such 
unbounded popularity, it 
must be admitted that his 
painting, except for these 
principal figures, is often 
empty and _ meaningless. 
More sustained in achieve- 
ment, though perhaps less 
brilliant at first sight, is 
the ‘‘ Rendez-vous’ de 
Chasse,” by Adriaen van 
der Velde. 
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An artist who may fitly be grouped 
with these Dutch Masters is their 
French imitator, Boilly, who lived in 
the early nineteenth century and, paying 
no attention to the severe classicism 
preached by his contemporaries, painted 
genre subjects of contemporary life in 
the Dutch manner. He is well repre- 
sented in Lot 54 and also in some 
clever drawings. 

Perhaps the only other picture that 





calls for special mention is Lot 71, q 
‘“A Portrait of a Nobleman.” This, 5 
like so many portraits in English collec- q 
tions, has, quite without any foundation, a 


been ascribed to Holbein. It is now given 
to Mabuse, which is doubtless nearer 
the mark. 
On the day when this important 
Rothschild collection, now the property 
of Lady Carnarvon, will be sold (May E 
22nd), Messrs. Christie also announce 4 
the sale of five pictures, the property of 
the Earl of Carnarvon. These are 
English portraits of the very best. 
Reynolds is seen in his usual i 
versatility, painting two sisters in the 
same year in two absolutely different 4 
styles. Lady Elisabeth Herbert Countess 
of Carnarvon, has been honoured with 
the more elaborate composition. She is 
represented full-length, seated under 
a tree, playing with her infant son. 
Strong chiaroscuro shows that Reynolds 
was aiming at something in the grand 
style, and the general effect is certainly 
one of great richness; but he seems to 
have bestowed less of his powers of 
good draughtsmanship on this painting 
than he was able to command when 
he chose to exert himself. The nude 
child is littke more than a_ shapeless 
lump of flesh (though the blackening 
and deterioration of the pigment may 
have still further weakened the effect), 
and even the head of the mother 
lacks that crispness of handling Reynolds 
sometimes achieved, as, for example, 
in the portrait of her younger sister, 
I'rances Countess of Romney. This is far 
less ambitious in general arrangement : 
the lady is represented walking across 
the picture, three-quarter length, slightly 
turning towards the spectator; but 
both in the treatment of the head and 
of the voluminous draperies there is a 
firmness of touch that only emphasises 
the splendour of the design. j 
The most interesting Reynolds, ’ 
however, is a double portrait, of Colonel 
Acland and Lord Sidney as archers 
in a wood. Here Reynolds has had an 
unrivalled opportunity of displaying 
ALBERT CUYP: “A VIEW ON THE BANK OF THE MAAS.” his knowledge of composition, of bring- ’ 
ing two figures together in strong move- 
ment, and of completing the whole 
design with his masterly distribution 
of light and shade. The balance of 
the two figures, one leaning forward, 
the other back, the contrast in the colour 
of their dress, the happy line of the 
opening in the trees through which the 3 
sky is seen, following the curve of drawn 
bow, the dark mystery of the forest 
glade against which the heads, in spite 
of cracks and faded crimsons, stand out 
in golden radiance—everything combines 
to make this a supreme achievement, a 
work which can be compared with the 
‘“ Three Graces ’’ in the National Gallery. 
The pair of portraits of the Earl 
and Countess of Chesterfield do no less 
credit to Gainsborough than this work 
does to Reynolds. The beautiful silvery 
painting of Lady Chesterfield with its 
mood of dreamy melancholy and its 
perfection of design, has endeared itself 
to all who saw it last summer in the 
Palace of Arts at Wembley. Here is 
a style of society portraiture which is 
admirably suited to its purpose and yet 
belongs to the highest achievement of 
art. One cannot but regret that these 
masterpieces are leaving the houses in

THE ‘TRAGEDY 


™"§XCUSES have centred on the French horse Tapin ever 
since he won the Lincolnshire Handicap. Because he 
beat the rest so easily at Lincoln excuses were made 
for the vanquished on the ground that the victor was 
mel 50 very good. He appeared at Newbury, and as a short- 
riced favourite lost some lengths at the start, finally finishing 
utside the first three. It was the Cup race won by Paddy, 
ith Purple Shade a short head away second. At Epsom last 
veek Tapin again failed to start on level terms with most of the 
thers for the City and Suburban Handicap, and thereby handi- 
capped himself to the extent of anything up to half a dozen 
engths. He finished fourth behind Greek Bachelor, Mademoi- 
selle M. and D’Orsay, but much nearer the winner than he had 
been after the start of the race had taken place. A most tan- 
talising individual to be sure. 

On the face of it this was a particularly high-class field that 
went to the post for the City and Suburban. Let me remind 
the reader of its composition. Tapin, the winner of the French 
Two Thousand Guineas a year ago, I have referred to. San- 
sovino was the extraordinarily easy winner of the Derby almost a 
vearago. Parth was third for the Derby in Papyrus’s year, which 
was two years ago, while both Verdict and Condover are winners 
of Coronation Cups at Epsom. Waygood is an Irish Derby winner 
and Mr. Bliss was a notably smart and consistent handicapper 
last year. Cockpit won the Esher Cup a year ago, and the rather 
ancient Evander has one or two good performances to his credit, 
though admittedly they have been stretched over a long period. 
They represent quite a remarkable array of talent to find in 
one handicap. I ought, perhaps, to add that still another in 
the field—D’Orsay—was third for the Two Thousand Guineas 
in his year. 

GREEK BACHELOR’s CITY AND SUBURBAN. 

It is quite astonishing how very badly all of them, with the 
exception of D’Orsay, performed. Tapin, I have briefly men- 
tioned. He started at the very short price of 7 to 2. He lost 
his race at the start; for I am quite in agreement with those 
who think he would have won had he shown more willingness 
to jump off on level terms with the rest. Sansovino ran most 
disappointingly for a horse of the high reputation he created 
for himself a year ago. Only D’Orsay, as I have said, once gave 
the idea that he was going to win at last. Yet he could not, or 
would not, maintain a strong run, and in consequence Mademoi- 
selle M., an unconsidered light weight, starting at 50 to I, was 
left to fight it out with Greek Bachelor. A hundred yards from 
home, perhaps less, the mare left the rails, probably because of 
a tendency to hang to the right at any time. That movement 
may have cost her the race as Greek Bachelor would otherwise 
have been shut in. His enterprising small apprentice jockey, 
Sirett, acted instantly in asking his horse to burst through, 
and the manceuvre secured the race. Stanley Wootton’s horse 
put the issue beyond any further doubt by winning by half a 
length. His starting price had been 25 to 1. 

Tapin, as I have said, once again had excuses made for him, 
and it is certain that Cockpit met with astonishing bad luck on 
what is at all times an absurdly fluky course. After going about 
three furlongs or so this horse appears to have struck into another, 
bringing him to his knees, and causing the feet of his light weight 
jockey, Richards, to go through his irons. In that plight he 
was, of course, powerless and was at once out of the race. This 
horse looked so well and improved that I expect he would have 
put up a big show. In any case he is well worth bearing in 
mind for future engagements, though not necessarily in the 
Jubilee Handicap, with Purple Shade in the race. 

Greek Bachelor has had a jerky sort of career since he first 
came into the sale ring at Doncaster as a yearling, and, being 
a chestnut colt by Bachelor’s Double from Mitylene, was sold 
to Lord Queenborough for 2,100 guineas. He won his first race 
—the Tudor Stakes at Sandown Park—early in his career as a 
three year old. Apparently he was well short of the classic 
standard. As a four year old he ran third for the City and 
Suburban won by Ulula. From that time he apparently de- 
generated as we have him up for sale at Newmarket last December 
and making 280 guineas, the buyer being Stanley Wootton. He 
has obviously pumped new life and good intentions into him, 
and started exploiting -him in a selling race at Lincoln in March. 
Of course he won that small affair and was bought in for 420 
guineas. And now we have him taking rank as a City and 
Suburban winner. It would be absurd on the face of it to 
suppose that we saw the best of some of the others, especially 
those much higher in the handicap. Greek Bachelor had carried 
6st. 1olb.; Tapin, Sansovino and Parth, 9st. each. No doubt 
they were undertaking a big thing to give away the weight, and 
vet two at least of the three will have to do much better or 
they must sadly lose in reputation. 

Curious are the workings of luck inracing. I have mentioned 
just now the queer case of I-ord Queenborough and Greek Bachelor. 
He bought a horse out of a selling race at Newmarket last year 
named Buddha. He has since re-named it Tamasha. Buddha 
has won him two small races this season, and at this Epsom 
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Spring meeting, of which I am writing, he dead-heated for third 
place for the Great Metropolitan Stakes. His weight was in- 
clusive of a 1olb. penalty, and, had he been minus it, he must, 
one assumes, have actually won, instead of being beaten by 
Brisl and Crewe. Except for the fact that the first of the stock 
of Tetratema won a race I do not think that the meeting calls 
for any further extended comment. 

Epsom was followed by a most interesting three days at 
Sandown Park, one of which was under National Hunt rules. 
It was on the opening day that the race for the Esher Cup pro- 
vided a most thrilling finish. Lady Ludlow’s very lightly 
weighted Peeping Tom won by a short head from Mrs. Walter 
Raphael’s Warminster, with Sir Edward Hulton’s Oojah only 
a head away in third place. The point to bear in mind is that 
Oojah carried top weight of gst., notwithstanding which he was 
a pronounced favourite, so great was the belief in him. I found 
him to be an extremely handsome horse, fulfilling all the high 
promise he showed as a two year old. As I write he is under 
orders to run for the Two Thousand Guineas, and he may, or 
may not, have added to his reputation. He only just failed 
to give 29lb. to the outsider, Peeping Tom, who, like Greek 
Bachelor, was a 25 to 1 chance. To Warminster Oojah was 
trying to give tolb. The former is a very nice horse that requires 
strong jockeyship, but the handicapper must give him a chance. 
Considering that he has never won a race, he was quite high 
enough in his handicap. 

Two years ago Greek Bachelor won the Tudor Stakes, which 
is quite a high-class maiden race. Soubriquet won this race 
three years ago, and in the following week won the One Thousand 
Guineas. Last year the winner was Great Barrier, who just beat 
Despatch. This time Tissaphernes succeeded for Lord Rosebery. 
The winner is a well developed and rather bulky colt by 
Willonyx from Valve, and was, of course, bred at Lord 
Rosebery’s stud. I should say that he will go on improving 
as his sire did, while this view is supported by the knowledge 
that he did not run as a two year old. He will well repay the 
patience shown in his training, and has, indeed, already started 
to do so. The winner of the Stud Produce Stakes came along 
in a racing-like brown colt named Blackmoor, owned by Mrs. 
J. B. Joel and bred by her husband at the Childwickbury Stud. 
Being by the little-known sire Othello, he was entitled to a big 
breeding allowance, which put him in this race on most favourable 
terms. They unquestionably assisted to his victory. Othello 
is by Desmond, by St. Simon. Second to this winner was a 
very charming filly named Margosa, by Phalaris from Margerethal

a most racing-like chestnut, with plenty of growth and quality, 
and is sure to improve considerably on this first showing. She 
was trying to give 12lb. to Blackmoor because she herself could 
not claim any breeding allowance. 


PICAROON AND THE DERBY. 


And now I come to touch on the tragic happening to Picaroon, 
which at once deprived him of any chance of starting for the 
Two Thousand Guineas, and in all probability has ruined his 
great chance of winning the Derby for Mr. A. R. Cox. The 
trouble first showed itself about the middle of last week in the 
filling of a hind leg. By this time a proper diagnosis and, prob- 
ably, cause will have been arrived at, though at first I understand 
his trainer, Alec Taylor, was at a loss to account for the alarming 
symptoms. One cannot doubt that he has thereby been deprived 
of taking classic honours this week, while his owner finds himself 
without that five-figure stake, which we believe would have been 
in his pocket, so to say, had the colt been able to go fit and well 
to the post. 

I shall have an opportunity next week of dealing with the 
first of the season’s classic races, but it is permissible to say 
now how very grievous it is that this thing should have happened 
to Picaroon. It has had the immediate effect of creating an 
immensely different outlook. The candidature of the French 
bred Ptolemy II becomes at once more threatening where the 
Derby is concerned, while the luck of the Aga Khan would appear 
to be still serving him in the sense that a highly formidable 
rival has been removed from the path of Zionist. I hope I may 
be proved wrong in assuming, as I am doing, that Picaroon 
will not now be able to go to the post for the Derby, but common- 
sense views of the seriousness of leg trouble of the kind tell me 
that it cannot be a matter of a few days, while a stoppage in 
training of longer than that would be fatal to the greatest horse 
ever foaled. It is a calamity of the first importance to all 
concerned with the colt. 

The race for the Victoria Cup takes place this week-end at 
Hurst Park, and one dare not look beyond Purple Shade for the 
winner. The poor acceptance is due to his lenient handicapping 
in the first instance. Why, then, trouble to look elsewhere for 
the winner, even though freakish things can happen by which 
the handicapper can be saved from the consequences of blunder- 
ing ? Purple Shade may develop a filled hind leg! He might 
even be left at the post. A thousand and one things might 
happen. Still, I believe he will win easily. PHILIPpos. 
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HE greatest change of the year, the one that is the 
strangest, the most miracle-like, is taking place at this 
moment in the woods and hedgerows.

the winter water stays. King-cups, Mary-buds, May-buds, 
marsh marigolds, call them what you will—and English country 
folk have given them names enough and to spare—with their 
sturdy leaves and their bright varnished flowers, which before 
they fall hold each a pinch of golden dust, they are of the 
very essence of the moment when winter and summer merge. 
The streamsides and marshy spots where they grow are the 
greenest of all the green world where the colour of the season 
glows in a thousand shades. To find them and, regardless of 
wet shoes, fill both hands with their cool stems is, in spite of all 
the springs that have gone by, an adventure still. It is to realise 
the moment of the great miracle and watch it as it comes to pass. 
There is nothing to be added to its fullness, unless, perhaps, 
from the coppice on the hillside, faint and far, there should come 


the voice of spring itself, the call ‘“‘ Cuckoo.” Boks: 
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S a painter of gardens, Miss Ella Du Cane has a justly 
high reputation. Readers of CouNTRY LIFE have 
recently seen several of her admirable water-colours 
reproduced as coloured supplements. Miss Du Cane, 
moreover, has found what plants will thrive in her soil, 

and contents herself with them. The characteristics of her 
work include absolute truth, with extraordinary purity and 
cleanliness of colour. Though full of carefully observed 
detail, her pictures are never dry or finnicky—faults that irritate 
in the work of the great majority of garden paintings. ‘This 
quality is exemplified in her garden. As a practical gardener, 
she has at least this much in common with her methods of 
painting, that she goes for the masses. Her plants are massed, 
her colours are massed. ‘To that extent her garden is a painter’s 
garden. But the most remarkable thing about the garden at 
Beacon Hill is the smallness of the area in which so much is 
contained. 

The same general conditions prevail here as at Mountains, 
which we illustrated in our issue of March 14th, and from 
which Beacon Hill is only a few hundred yards distant. Moun- 
tains, however, was always a slightly larger place—a farm with 
a small garden of some pretensions—than Beacon Hill, which, 
till Miss Ella Du Cane’s arrival, some fifteen years ago, was 
nothing but a cottage.

Nothing but a cottage, though, is not strictly true. The 
square tiled and plastered lantern on the roof was almost certainly 
built to contain a light as a sea mark for coasting ships picking 
their way up the estuary of the Blackwater to Maldon, four to 
six miles to the south-east as the crow flies. In the garden, 
a few yards from the house, there is, moreover, the stump of 
a great elm, known as the Beacon Tree, a growth, considering 
the average age attained by elms and its exposed position, of 
perhaps some 250 years. ‘The hill is marked in early maps as 
surmounted by a beacon, and this function, there is no doubt, 
the lantern served by night and the tree by day. The distance 
of the hill from the fairway itself, in view of the flatness of the 
intervening ground and the comparatively great height of the 
hill, nearly 300ft., was to its advantage as a sea mark. That 
no more businesslike arrangement was come to arose from 
the very local nature of the trade of Maldon. The dis- 
trict was, and to some extent still is, largely self-supporting. 
Round Bradwell juxta Mare, in the marshes across the Black- 
water, for example, it is still possible to find big farmers, 
one or two of the more enterprising of whom have, as the 
natives there tell you, “‘ their own line of ships.” Great flat- 
bottomed barges with russet sails that ply along that mysterious 
coast to Brightlingsea, Burnham-on-Crouch and_ Rochester. 
The original part of the existing house may date from the 
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early years of the seventeenth 
century. It has a brick lower 
storey, with timber - iramed 
upper works, all being formerly 
covered with whitewashed 
plaster. The lantern itself 
seems to have been added 
at the end of the same century. 
Miss Du Cane’s additions, 
designed by Mr. Gambier 
Parry, are not at all easy to 
detect. The most important 
structural alteration was the 
lowering of the ground floor 
level some two feet in order 
to obtain head-room. ‘This 
necessitated a corresponding 
lowering of the ground imme- 
diately west of the house, 
where two old yew trees were 
“insulated” in the process. 
The appearance of this part, the 
original garden of the cottage, 
has been very little altered. 
Clumps of yew and lavender 
and some aged apple trees 
diversify a lawn that used 
to be given over to vegetables, 
and something of an avenue 
leads away to the westward 
suggesting that at one time 
a prosperous yeoman lived 
here and desired some dignity 
for his home. 

South of the house all is 
new work. Here was, formerly, 
nothing but a brown and 
sandy meadow, over which, 
through a fringe of trees 
beyond, lay the vast landscape 
of the marshes. ‘The latter 
remain, and gorse has been 
worked into the wilder parts 
of the garden, where it forms 
an admirable screen and back- 
ground for lighter plants, as 
well as filling the air with its 
intoxicating mead. 

The arrangement of this 
acre, which is the garden 
proper, is most instructive in 
the relation that should exist 
between the formal and the 
picturesque, or wild. ‘To the 
south of the house is a largish 
square level terrace, divided 
into four sections by paved 
ways. The section nearest 
the house (Fig. 2) is wholly 
formal, with a little pool. The 
section west of it (Fig. 1) 
admits grass and low herbaceous 
plants, but still has formal 
features. In the two southerly 
sections (Figs. 6 and 8) only 
the framework is _ formal. 
Within them, great herbaceous 
beds and arches of rambler 
are let loose. All this is con- 
tained by a low wall that 
raises the level above that of 
the wild garden to the south. 

Here (Fig. 3) architectural 
features, such as a flight of 
steps and a_ well-head, are 
overwhelmed in a flood of 
luxuriant blossom that melts 
imperceptibly into — shrubs, 
ramblers that really ramble, 
and, beyond, the natural gorse 
and broom of the soil. The 
well-head is the subject of 
the painting reproduced in 
this week’s supplement. In 
it is shown the carpet of 
thyme, the clumps of 
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le ender and their gorgeous background. 
‘| ie photograph reproduced as Fig. 9 was 
t. en from below the steps, just to the 
r cht of the big lavender bush on the right 
c Fig. 7, and looking eastwards. Golden 
Crown tulips are just over, and the irises 
it yet in blossom. Beyond, veronicas, 
riododendrons and heaths form an immediate 
background, with the trees bursting into 
tueir first leafage. It was taken in May. 

Fig. 4 shows another corner, slightly 
further west, in July. Dark dwarf lavender 
is a foreground to a noble bush of cistus 
and a brunonis rose, between which another 
mass of nepeta is crowned by a standard 
of rose Mrs. Flight. 

It is surprising how luxuriantly every- 
thing grows, considering the situation on 
a windy hill on the east coast. It is not 
only in the mass of flower which every 
plant produces—for, after all, the east coast 
is supposed to be a better flower producer 
than the west—but also in the general growth 
and appearance of health, that this garden 
is so noticeable. Whichever way you turn 
you are constantly struck by the virility 
of the plants, whether they be lavender or 
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‘istus or roses. This not only proves the 
Dresence of a good soil, but shows that 
Miss Du Cane has a real understanding as 
to the limitations of a garden. She has 
‘ested out what will grow and what will 
lot grow; and, having satisfied herself on 
hese points, is content to let well alone 
ind be satisfied with tried favourites. This 
is really the perfect form of gardening for 
all who are not specialists. 

Another great asset that Beacon Hill 
possesses, is that, within certain elastic 
limits, plants are allowed to follow their 
own growth and habit. In Fig. 3 will be 
seen an excellent example. Iberis is one 
of the most difficult of all plants to keep 
within bounds. If it is chopped too much, 
it looks a solid and rather ungainly block 
of white, while its spreading powers are 
tremendous if it is allowed to wander as 
it wills. Hence the difficulty that often 
occurs of finding a suitable position for it, 
where it matters little if it does crop up in 
odd corners. Here is an ideal position

in a semi-wild bank where it mingles with tulips and lavender. 
It is the same with all the plants in the garden, they are so 
much at home that they do not seem to have been planted at 
all, for many people the highest praise that can be given a 
oarden. 

At every turn some fresh grouping makes a picture, as full 
and rich as those illustrated. ‘To one acquainted first with 
the photographs it was a perpetual source of surprise to find, 
on the spot, how small was the actual area and how per- 
fectly in each direction the components combined into a new 
unity. 

To achieve this end, and in such a way that there are 
“ pictures”’ throughout the year, and with a minimum of 
bedding out, requires not only foresight, ingenuity and sound 
horticultural knowledge, but the imagination of an artist. In 
addition to these qualifications Miss Ella Du Cane is possessed, 
as has been said, of a fifth blessing—the technical skill with 
which to record the result obtained by the exercise of the other 
four.

A GARDEN OF 


AR be it from the 

thought of an ardent 

lover of all plants to 

throw out a suggestion 

that our native flora 
should be hoisted upon a 
pedestal to the disparagement 
of the beautiful aliens which, 
if, indeed, not naturalised sub- 
jects, are the welcome and loved 
inhabitants of our gardens. Let 
British manufacturers empha- 
sise the superiority of the goods 
they make; we horticulturists 
and botanists will rejoice in 
our possession of a cosmopolitan 
flora. 

So far are we, as a matter 
of fact, removed from the 
danger of under-rating the 
charms of foreign plants that 
the tendency is, rather, to be 
neglectful of our native plants ; 
and, in the case of many which 
have long been cultivated, im- 
proved and appreciated, we 
almost lose sight of the fact that they were but wildings of our 
own delightful countryside. 

There could be extraordinary interest, charm and _fascina- 
tion in an “‘ All-British ’’ garden, where natural effects would be 
produced by the careful disposition of a judicious selection of 
native plants. Such a garden need not be a “ wild” garden in 
the general acceptation of that term, for it is quite unnecessary 
to utilise common, more or less aggressive weeds. 

British plants of real garden value abound in numbers 
surprising to those who have not closely studied the matter ;

and a garden of infinite variety and distinctive character, em- 


bracing shrubbery, herbaceous borders, rock, bog and water 


garden, with beds of dwarf compact plants, screens and pergolas 
draped with rapid climbers creating shady nooks for a delightful 
colony of choice ferns and, if desired, a water pool, may all be 
completely furnished with native plants. 

Although English bulbs are rare in their old habitats, vet 
the genius of many bulbs, and daffodils in particular, in 
naturalising themselves is so great that they can be called true 
British plants. 

Starting with the rock garden—for 
no other reason than that one section 
at a time is sufficient to occupy our at- 
tention—a merely superficial survey will 
suffice to show that without the aid of 
a single Swiss alpine plant abundant 
material exists around us to clothe an 
extensive construction of rock boulders 
and soil pockets with plants of infinite 
charm. 

Anemone nemorosa, in its numerous 
forms and varieties, gives a good lead 
off ; and whether in prepared pockets of 
light, leafy compost, or on the grassy 
approaches to the rock formation, this 
sweet little flower will cheer the advanc- 
ing spring and flourish apace, as long as 
some near-at-hand tree or bush provides 
shade during the heat of summer. 
Anemone pulsatilla, one of our richest 
gems, still to be found untamed upon 
the chalky slopes of the Cotswolds and 
elsewhere, should be made a prominent 
feature. It loves some chalk about its 
roots, and will always develop best 
when newly ripened seeds are sown 
where the plants may remain undis- 
turbed. The Cheddar pink (Dianthus 
cesius) must have its elevated pockets 
of gritty soil where the rosy flowers can 
bask in the full light of the sun; and 
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anthus deltoides, commonly called 
he maiden pink,” should be planted 
iere its trailing growths may tumble 
er the perpendicular face of a boulder. 
.e notion has strangely possessed many 
nds that gentian blue is a colour gift 
‘ owe entirely to the tourist haunts of 
vitzerland ; but indeed it is not so, for 
e bluest of blue gentians, Gentiana 
‘ma, is a true-born Briton, and would 
ten be seen in better health if some 
thought were given to its natural habits 
id associations. It grows best where 
iis roots are always cool and moist 
behind sheltering stones, but where its 
fce is bathed in sunlight, and the possi- 
bility of moisture settling stagnant 
around its tufted growths in winter is 
avoided by deposits of porous grit and 
tone chippings which get washed down 
from the higher slopes during heavy 
rains. This natural mulch of grit should, 
at our hands, be imitated by working in 
around the plants a mixture of sharp 
sand and small limestone chippings. 

Even of saxifrages we have a few 
of our very own, and none more precious 
than S. oppositifolia. Somewhat similar 
conditions to those described for the 
gentian will suit this little gem, except 
that it likes to get behind an upraised 
stone to ward off the scorching heat of 
summer’s sun, and it also delights in a 
shower-bath at frequent intervals. 5S. granulata and the double 
form (flore pleno) should be surrounded with turf, and it always 
improves the appearance of a rock garden to have a stretch 
of turf somewhere about it, if only on the sides where the 
rockwork merges into the natural soil formation. 

Many forms and varieties of primroses, as well as cowslips, 
are the familiar British members of the extensive primula family, 
but Scotland provides one of the daintiest little jewels of the 
whole tribe (P. scotica) for those who hanker after plants which 
demand skilful attention. P. farinosa, of which the last-named 
is a variety, also demands some watchful care, for its mealy 
foliage and fleshy crowns do not quite like our mild, damp 
periods which are a common feature of southern English 
winters. An effective, although somewhat artificial, method 
of preserving the plants from serious harm is to tilt a pane 
of glass over them. Metal clips and pegs are obtainable which

will hold the glass secure, and their manufacturers have 
contrived to make these supports inconspicuous, although firm 
and strong. 

Helianthemums are very gay, and our yellow-flowered 
native (H. vulgare) has given rise to many coloured forms and 


varieties, some of garden origin, but nevertheless British: and 
with the glistening white of H. polifolium, steep, dry slopes may 
be made glorious for lengthy periods. Hypericum humifusum 


is a sweetly pretty little plant, and provides a pleasing dash o! 
vellow which, against the particularly cool tint of its green 
foliage, has a shining brightness all its own; and another good 
dwarf yellow flower is Hippocrepis comosa (the horseshoe vetch 
Campanulata glomerata (true species) is quite a first-class 
rock plant, asking only a good dressing of chalk to make it happy. 
The purple of its flowers is bright, and they last particularly 
well. Linum perenne gives a truer blue, and is a very elegant 
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plant. This, again, is one which is best raised from seed 
sown on the spot; but, failing this, young plants may be 
procured in pots from which they may quite satisfactorily be 
transplanted. A peat bed should be provided for the native 
heaths, Ericas ciliaris, vagans, tetralix, cinerea and mediterranea 
being plants to cherish. Andromeda polifolia and the Daboecias 
coerulea and polifolia—seldom found wild, it is true, except, 
perhaps, in Ireland, but still claiming their title of “ British ’’— 
make fit companions for the heaths; and Linnea borealis is 
also a peat-loving plant, of lowly, modest growth, but exquisite 
beauty. Various British orchids will add to the delight of the 
all-British rock garden: but it is well to remark that not every 
orchid loves boggy peat, for, while Orchis maculata, O. pyrami- 
dalis and Habenaria bifolia like semi-bog conditions, the charming 
Cypripedium calceolus, Ophrys apifera, Aceras anthropophora and 
Habenaria conopsea all prefer well drained elevations with chalk 
beneath them. 

Sedums, sempervivums, geraniums, veronicas and a_ host 
of other popular families of plants have their British species, 
for which accommodation should be found in the rock garden ; 
but the herbaceous border must claim attention, for it also will 
be an important feature of the all-British garden. 

Achillea Millefolium, especially the brilliant selected form 
named Cerise Queen, may worthily be planted in a bold mass. 
It will grow freely and flower continuously from June to Septem- 
ber. Aconitum napellus gives us spikes of blue in summer, 
and Actwa spicata follows up its early display of white flower 
with an effective show of berries. Asperula odorata makes a 
carpet of hay-scented foliage, and bears its tiny white blossoms 
with prodigious freedom; and Aquilegia vulgaris, the old- 
fashioned columbine, is obtainable in many fine colours. 

Borago laxifolia is a blue flower of wonderful beauty ; while 
Centranthus ruber, the red valerian, is a border plant of special 
value for thin gravelly or chalky soils. 

Digitalis purpurea (foxglove) has responded well to attentive 
selection, and gives many cheery colours besides the typical and 
somewhat sombre purple. Epilobium angustifolium and _ its 
satiny white variety album are extremely graceful and particu- 
larly noteworthy as plants that may be grown under quite 
dense shade of trees; and a plant which, although belonging to 
the rocky cliffs by the sea, will thrive in inland gardens is 
Eryngium maritimum ; the same remarks applying to Statice 
limonium, 

Useful for its variegated foliage is Lamium maculatum 
aureum ; and Pulmonaria officinalis has bicolored inflorescence 
as well as foliage. The British peonies must, of course, be 
included in the border collection, not only the original old 
crimson P. officinale, but its pink and white varieties, and also 
P. corallina, another crimson-flowered species which, not content 
with a fine display of brilliant flowers, gives us a second turn 
by bursting its large seed-pods to disclose shining coral bead- 
like seeds. 

Britain’s own emblem, the rose, should be, perhaps, reserved 
for the shrubbery and the pergola, but so sweet is the little 
“ Scotch rose,”’ R. spinosissima, that even amid the border plants 
it is a very welcome intruder ; and the “ sweet briar,”’ R. rubi- 
ginosa, should be somewhere near the house, that its fragrance 
may be wafted toward the open windows on a summer’s 
evening. 

Solidago Virgaurea and its dwarf variety nana shed radiance 
of gold during August and September ; and the mulleins (ver- 
bascums) throw up rocket-like spikes of yellow bespangled 
with purple stars. Some of the best of the mulleins are British 
plants, and their hybrids have attained universal popularity. 
VV. Blattaria and nigrum have both white varieties of con- 
siderable beauty and interest. 

As in the case of the rock garden so with the border, the 
plants left unnamed are far greater in number than those briefly 
mentioned ; but with a mere start, and the aid of a handbook, a 
collection may be built up, and in the process it will be well 
to keep in mind bulbous plants, which will help considerably to 
enhance the brightness of both border and rockery. 

The true snowdrops (Galanthus nivalis) and the summer 
snowflake (Leucojum eastivum), the  snake’s-head fritillary 
(Fritillaria meleagris), alliums, bluebells (Scilla mutans), the 
autumn crocus (Colchicum autumnale) and the spring-flowering 
Crocus vernus, the winter aconite (Eranthis hyemalis) and the 
daffodil will enter into bedding schemes as well as render good 
service in any efforts at naturalising. 

Where a moist patch or ‘“ bog garden” connects rockery 
and pool, the lythrums, the spiraas, Filipendula flore pleno 
and ulmaria in its single, double and variegated forms, the yellow 
mimulus, Lysimachias nummularia and vulgaris, Iris pseudocorus, 
and both single and double forms of Cardamine pratensis will fall 
into use; and somewhere a suitable spot will doubtless be given 
over to British ferns, of which their name is legion. 

In the matter of shrubs and trees the choice again is wide, 
and even for hedging there is no need to forsake the natives of 
our own land. The beauty of an All-British garden will be ever 
changing. Foliage effects, displays of berries and seed-pods 
will supplement the floral panorama, and there is no form of 
gardening which one may so conveniently adopt who has a newly 
enclosed patch of rough land surrounding a newly built house 
or bungalow, and which it is desired to convert into a garden 
of unique and distinctive character by easy and inexpensive 
stages.

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HUXLEY’S CENTENARY 
HIS LATER YEARS. 


HREE and a half years had passed since my father 
returned to England ; he had reached the front rank of 
naturalists, but had no permanent standing-place. He 
had tried for professorships in the colonies and at home ; 
every effort had failed. It looked as if he must re- 
luctantly abandon the career of science in which his whole being 
was wrapped up and take up some commercial place where his 
knowledge of chemistry could be applied, at a brewery, perhaps, 
in Sydney, where his promised wife was waiting for him these 
weary years. But she would not have him sacrifice his true 
vocation. The turning point came later in the same year. 
His friend Edward Forbes was translated to Edinburgh; a 
double lectureship at the School of Mines fell to him, followed 
by the post of Naturalist on the Geological Survey. At last 
he had firm ground under his feet, with opportunity, moreover, 
of doing original work. He had secured his aim after “ fighting 
and struggling for years, sacrificing everything to be a man of 
science, a genuine worker.’’ He abandoned a candidature for 
a much richer professorship, where he would ‘‘ have been in 
reality a mere pedagogue and a man of science only in name.” 

There was a certain irony in his position on the Geological 
Survey. He had refused the post of paleontologist point blank 
and only accepted that of naturalist provisionally. He did 
not care for fossils and meant to give up natural history as soon 
as he could get a physiological post. Yet he held the office for 
thirty-one years, and a great part of his work was paleontological. 

Since his day, science has opened so many new provinces 
that it is enough to be a master in one. Specialism is a necessity. 
Huxley was one of the last among the few who aspired, and 
might fairly aspire, to mastership in half a dozen branches. 
As he wrote on the last day of 1856, the next three years ‘‘ must 
still be ‘ Lehrjahre’ to complete training in principles of Histo- 
logy, Morphology, Physiology, Zoology, and Geology, by Mono- 
graphic Work in each Department. 1860 will then see me 
well grounded and ready for any special pursuits in either of 
these branches. 

“In 1860 I may fairly look forward to fifteen or twenty 
years ‘ Meisterjahre,’ and with the comprehensive views my 
training will have given me, I think it will be possible in that 
time to give a new and healthier direction to all Biological 
Science. * 

That “ healthier direction ’’ meant the application of develop- 
ment as a key to morphology and classification ; it was ready 
to fall into line with Darwin from that very year 1860. The 
student of development was instantly able to support the evolu- 
tionary thesis with wealth of illustration from all the branches 
of his wide study. In return, the controversies which arose 
led him into other fields. The battle of the Hippocampus 
produced ‘‘ Man’s Place in Nature,’’ and illuminating work in 
anthropology and ethnology. 

Then the practical needs of teaching produced not only 
his work on ‘‘Comparative Anatomy,’’ but those familiar books, 
so “ popular’ in the sense of being simple and lucid in form, 
the ‘‘Elementary Lessons in Physiology’? and the ‘ Physio- 
graphy "’ ; the classes for training teachers in science when science 
entered into elementary education; the scheme of biological 
teaching which was the model for all such. 

These were the steps by which he reached his commanding 
position in science, focussing on his central theme profound 
practical knowledge of half a dozen converging disciplines. 
To each he brought the same quickness of apprehension, insight 
into essentials, logical balance, clear sight and clear enunciation. 

When failing health made him resign his official positions 
and prevented him from stooping over his microscope in biological 
research, he still occupied himself with field botany when on 
holiday in the Alps, and wrote a notable paper on the whole 
gentian family; but his chief occupation lay in his already 
familiar themes of philosophy, and the history of human thought 
and social progress. The attack upon the scholarly work of 
Réville by Gladstone, who attempted to show that the order of 
creation given in Genesis is supported by the evidence of science 
provoked the vigorous controversy as to the Creation mytl 
wherein his knowledge of obscure points of Hebrew exegesi- 
on which he had long since fortified himself, was as surprising 
as his paleontological analysis was conclusive. The subsequent 
essays on the ‘Evolution of Theology,’’ ‘‘Hebrew Myths,”’ 
“New Testament Demonology,’ and ‘Medieval Tales of the 
Miraculous’’ were, in fact, amplifications of a line of enquiry 
long familiar to him, no less than other controversial articles on 
the meaning and value of agnosticism. 

There is, I think, a consistent thread running through his 
intellectual development, into whatever field it was led. And 
this thread had two strands. One was the keen desire to know, 
to possess the true; the other, to use that knowledge so as to 
be true, and to open the same way to the rest of humanity. 
Science, that ‘‘ trained and organised commonsense,” in his 
idea, was not only to conquer external nature and better man’s 
material position, but to lead to clear thinking and better living, 
fulfilling its ceaseless task 
Of pure ablution round earth’s human shores.

WHEN ROOKS ARE INJURIOUS. 
To THE Eprror. 

S.2—Owing to the enormous numbers of 
roks now existing in this country, their 
n ural food is insufficient for their supply 
in many districts where these birds congregate 
i. multitudes, often covering the fields in a 
neiss in which they settle. Consequently, 
they have to find other food in the form of 
crain roots and fruit. ‘Therefore, instead of 
being beneficial to agriculture, the rook has 
become, to a great extent, a destructive species. 
li may not be generally known that, during 
the first hour or so after dawn, rooks visit 
gardens to feed on fruit, especially cherries. 
As a destroyer of eggs, it is one of the worst 
of our native birds. It is especially destructive 
to the eggs of both game and the !apwing, 
the latter which ranks as the most harmless, 
and one of the most beneficial, of all birds. 
As an instance of the rook as an egg destroyer, 
on a certain shoot many partridges’ nests 
were robbed of eggs. As rooks were suspected, 
a number of eggs were removed and replaced 
by wooden dummies. The latter were subse- 
quently stolen, and were found strewn on the 
ground beneath a rookery. On one occasion 
I watched one or more rooks paying visits 
to some poultry runs at frequent intervals 
throughout the day, and each time an egg was 
carried off to a distant rookery. As regards 
lapwings’ eggs, I have on many occasions 
seen both rooks and crows systematically 
quartering the marshes and_ fields where 
large numbers of lapwings and redshanks 
nested, and the number of eggs destroyed by 
these birds could be counted by the dozens. 
Upon investigations made of the contents of 
the stomachs of rooks, it has been found that 
between 60 and 70 per cent. of the food con- 
sisted of grain, wheat, barley, etc., and, as 
everyone knows, potatoes are greedily devoured 
by these birds. The rook is steadily increasing 
throughout the country, and in Scotland 
extending its range, and has already reached 
the northern islands. As alluded to by me 
in “ Birds Beneficial to Agriculture,” page 42, 
in limited numbers the rook is a decidedly 
beneficial bird to the farmer, owing to the 
large quantities of noxious insects and their 
larvae which it destroys, but under existing 
conditions it has become harmful. Therefore, 
the time has arrived for reducing its excessive 
abundance by 30 or 40 per cent., not only 
by the customary shooting of the young, 
but also by regularly organised shoots. By 
such reduction the rook would be _ restored 
to its normal beneficial work of destroying 
\arious noxious insects.—F. W. FROHAWK.

THE RESTORATION OF THE 

PARTHENON. 

To THE EpiTor. 
Sir,—The great and often debated project 
to restore the Parthenon seems to be coming at 
length to fruition. With the detailed knowledge 
now at the disposal of experts, there is no 
reason why the restoration should be anything 
but entirely successful. I need not remind 
your readers that it is only the surrounding 
screen of columns that it is proposed to com- 
plete, from the drums that lie scattered around. 
The finished work will thus be not dissimilar 
from the earlier temple at Girgenti. Perhaps 
the marvellous effect at Girgenti and Segesta— 
of which I enclose photographs—is, in part, 
owing to the superb nature of their surround- 
ings. Many travellers, indeed, find the Par- 
thenon disappointing after the Sicilian temples. 
One cannot, however, but suspect that the 
completeness of the Sicilian temples accounts 





to some extent for their power, though some 
may point to the Theseion as a complete temple 
that fails to impress. The Parthenon, though, is 
an infinitely more intricate work than the 
Theseion, and it is its marvellous system of 
optical corrections, not its condition as a ruin, 
that puts it in a different class altogether from 
the Theseion. In conclusion, may I add my 
vote to those who are opposed to the return 
of the Elgin Marbles to the Parthenon. In 
that position they would be exposed again to 
weather that, after a century of indoor life, 
they are ill-fitted to resist —CORINTHIAN.

A VISIT TO THE CHIEF. 
To THE Epiror. 

Sir,—In my letter, signed ‘ Viator,’ which 
you published on April 18th, I described the 
““talking drums’ which voiced Ashanti’s 
welcome to the Prince of Wales in Kumassi. 
I now send you photographs of the paramount 
chief, or ‘‘ Omanhene,”’ of Mampon, who 
presented His Royal Highness with the golden 
sword and stool and the address from the 
Ashanti chiefs on the same occasion. Mampon 
was one of the spots to which I was sent, by 
the Gold Coast Government, to paint for the 
British Empire Exhibition. The pretty little 
village lies some thirty-seven miles north- 
east of Kumassi, and I was taken to call on 
the Chief immediately after my arrival to 
make arrangements for painting his portrait. 
The Chief, a tall, gaunt man with grey hair, 
received me in an upper room with great 
courtesy, and I was shown a selection of his 
State robes from which to choose one for the 
picture. ‘The Queen Mother had been sent 
for: I learned, with surprise, that she was not 
his wife, but, probably, his sister, and lived in 
a separate residence with her own attendants ; 
also that the successor to the ‘ stool” is not 
chosen from among the Chief’s sons, but 
from those of the Queen Mother or one of 
her relations, as their system of succession 
if matrilinear. The Chief’s ‘stools ’ are 
not looked upon as ordinary seats or thrones, 
but as shrines, inhabited by the spirit of the 
founder of the family or community. I soon 
found that it was impossible to paint any of 
these Gold Coast Chiefs alone ; they thought 
it was undignified to appear without their 
whole retinue, but at my request this group 
was reduced to the smallest size possible, 
and finally numbered over forty persons !— 
the drummers and horn-blowers were not 
included. ‘The Omanhene sat in the centre, 
on “the stool,” this being a_ solid-looking 
chair with short legs and studded with silver, 
and a State umbrella of enormous dimensions 
covered with circles of crimson, green and 
scarlet was held over him. The Queen Mother 
sat in her place at his left, on a graceful Ashanti 
stool also studded with silver, under a second 
huge umbrella of scarlet and crimson. She 
was a nice-looking young woman with pleasant 
manners and a friendly smile. ‘Two rows of

handsome young boys, mostly of the Blood 
Royzl, were seated on the ground in front « 
the Chief, holding state swords with handle 
of gold, also switches, made of long coloure: 
feathers, and the Chief’s spare sandals. On 
small lad with a quaint leopard-skin ca; 
stood before the Omanhene, holding up a larg 
knife in his crossed hands. He was the futur: 
executioner, having been apparently born t 
that office, but was unlikely, in these times « 
peace, to have any practice. Unfortunately 
this picture could not be finished, as a relativ 
of the Omanhene died, and both he and th 
Queen Mother were prevented by the ensuin; 
““funeral custom ’”’ from completing the 
sittings. These ‘‘ customs ”’ include a seve! 
fast from food lasting a week, and accompanie: 
by much drinking of palm wine. Guns we! 
fired at frequent intervals throughout the time 
while weird dances seemed to continue a 
day, and drumming all night, and many shee; 
were sacrificed. If the deceased was a marrie 
man, his wife disguises herself and spend 
each of the first few nights in a different hous« 
for fear her husband’s spirit should find he: 
The fasts recur at intervals of sixteen an 
thirty-two days, and at this time the unfortu 
nate Omanhene, having lost two relative 
in quick succession, was looking very thin an 
i!l in consequence of these frequent abstinences 
I am indebted to Captain R. S. Rattray fo 
much interesting information about thes: 
people of Ashanti, and also for persuadin 
them to sit for me, as they did not much lik: 
being painted, and would play truant if they 
could.—EpDITH CHEESMAN.

“yr 
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HE design of buildings, domestic, civic or 
ecclesiastical, is the common task of the architect ; 
but there are occasions when he is called upon 
to embrace collective rather than individual 
structures, as, notably, in town-planning schemes ; 
and there are other occasions when the structures to be 
provided seem more related to civil engineering than to 
irchitecture. Sometimes the roles of engineer and architect 
are reversed, the civil engineer venturing upon an archi- 
tectural essay. Not infrequently the result has been 
lamentable from the architectural standpoint: but, 
doubtless, the civil engineer might, in retort, cite cases 
where the architect’s entry into the engineer’s domain 
had been equally disastrous from the engineering point 
of view. The work now illustrated is admirable inasmuch 
as it is satisfactory from both standpoints. A very large 
open-air swimming-bath—probably the longest in Europe— 
has been designed with noteworthy success architecturally, 
and, as will be explained, the structural and mechanical 
details of its equipment have been worked out no less 
satisfactorily. Mr. Morley Horder is the architect. 

The bath has been formed in Highfields Park and 
is the gift of Sir Jesse Boot, who, as is well known, is 
building a university for the city of Nottingham. The 
greater part of the park is apportioned for the public's 
pleasure, and among its principal features is this open-air 
swimming-bath. 

The architectural problem was a difficult one, as, 
obviously, an open space surrounded by low dressing-boxes 
and other buildings could easily become uninteresting 
and monotonous. The diagram plan (see next page) 
indicates how this difficulty has been overcome by a 
symmetrical grouping of the dressing-boxes, lavatories 
and offices to form architectural interruptions in the 
series of arches. There are 252 dressing-boxes, grouped 
in threes to each archway and seventeen in each corner 
The details are of the simplest character, and a great 
point has been made in using materials which require 
no upkeep. All the woodwork is of teak left untouched 
so as to allow a natural bleaching to a greyish tone in 
course of time. The platform surrounding the bath is 
formed with buff ribbed tiles, to prevent slipping, worked 
into stone bands so as to tie these in pleasantly to the THE DIVING END. 


columns of the dressing-box archings. Ordinary local the problem. The site of the bath has 4ft. of top soil and clay, 
with 12ins. of clay and shingle below, and an underlying stratum 


of free gravel, heavily charged with water—probably a con- 
tinuation of the gravel bed of the River Trent. The design of 
the pool itself demanded careful consideration if a satisfactory 
depth of water was to be obtained for diving purposes, but a 
more serious question was that 
concerning flood water, the site 
being subject to floods if there 
should happen to be abnormal 
rainfall (such as occurred in 
igto and 1875). To sink the 
bath too low in the ground would 
have created difficulty in deal- 
ing with ground water at the 
deep end, while to have kept 
the bath any higher would 
have involved extra expense in 
having to raise the height of 
all the surrounding buildings, 
besides leaving a doubtful 
foundation for the bottom of 
the bath. The sewers in the 
district are not very deep, 
and even if the Corporation 
had been favourable to the 
idea, it would have been im- 
practicable to discharge the 
water by gravity into the 
sewer. What is known as the 
Tottle Brook runs through the 
estate at a distance of about 
250yds. from the bath; and 
END. about 2o00yds. away in an 


stone 
bricks have been used for the walling, the roofs being covered 
vith pantiles.

THE ESTATE MARKET 


HISTORIC HOUSES 


UBJECT to private treaty in the mean- 
while, there are many houses of 
considerable historic interest awaiting 
their turn to come under the hammer, 
and one, Rake Manor, described to-day, 
though by no means the largest, is of 

particular architectural interest, seeing that the 
learned writer of the special article which 
appeared in these columns some time ago has 
not hesitated to assert that its staircase shows 
the development of the balustraded stairs from 
an early form. Architecturally, therefore, it is 
of the utmost importance. Other properties, 
such as Latimer House and Thame Park, give 
distinction to the lists of impending sales and 
lettings. 
THAME PARK. 


"THAME PARK, 700 acres, on the Oxford 

and Buckingham border, eight miles from 
Princes Risborough, is to be sold in June by 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, by order 
of Mr. W. H. Gardiner. The house has 
been greatly improved residentially in the last 
two or three years, having electric light, central 
heating and plenty of bathrooms. 

The property was the subject of an illus- 
trated special article in Country Lire (Vol. 
XXVI, page 90). The mansion occupies, or 
adjoins, the site of an abbey established in the 
year 1138 by a Bishop of Lincoln. It is in 
part fifteenth century, and possesses a_ fine 
stair turret and a richly panelled apartment, 
the work of Robert King, the last abbot, and 
the first Bishop of Oxford. John Hampden 
died in the house of Ezekiel Browne at ‘Thame 
on June 24th, 1643, “A gentleman of the 
ancientest extraction in Buckinghamshire, 
Hampden of Hampden,” the valiant upholder 
of public rights “‘in the business of ship- 
money.” 

The contrast between the Gothic and the 
Palladian in Thame Park can only be regarded 
as “ great and startling,” in the view of the 
writer of the special article above named. 
Each is good of its kind, though interest 
centres in the older style because of its rarity. 
The south and west fronts exhibit the contrast, 
the south being an excellent and but little 
changed specimen of the late phase of domestic 
Gothic, when the Renaissance had reached 
England, but had not pierced the conservative 
shield of ‘Tudor building. The western front 
was erected a couple of centuries afterwards 
‘when English architects had steeped them- 
selves in Italian forms and the last trace of 
medizval suivival had vanished before the 
triumphant on-coming of Classicism.” 

There is much decorative finish in the rooms 
added by the sixth Lord Wenman, in the style 
of the remembered work of Grinling Gibbons, 
and yet more influence in the French manner of 
the period of Louis XV. The interior porch 
and the fireplace of the Abbot’s Parlour are 
exquisitely carved and panelled, inviting com- 
parison with the best work that has been pre- 
served in the public collections. The area of the 
estate is 700 acres, and there is a boating and 
fishing lake 60o0yds. long. 

Mr. Horace Czarnikow has instructed 
Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley to sell 
Hollington House Estate, Newbury, 1,160 acres, 
adjoining Highclere Castle Estate. 

A “record ”’ price is reported for land at 
Sittingbourne, where Messrs. George Webb 
and Company, in conjunction with Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley, offered Bapchild 
Court Estate, 682 acres. Every lot was sold, 
for £67.825, the average price being £100 per 
acre, some of the orchard land realised up to 
£275 per acre. 


RAKE MANOR: NOTABLE STAIRCASE. 
N the view of Rake Manor, Milford, near 

Godalming, which appears in the Supple- 
ment to CouNnTRY LIFE, in connection with 
Messrs. Stuart Hepburn and Co.’s instructions 
to sell the property, there is shown a lake. 
From the residential standpoint the agents 
have done well to put a line under the picture 
to the effect that the house stands 5ft. above 
the level of the lake and 35yds. from its edge. 
One of the first authentic records of Rake 
Manor relates to that lake, for, in 1576, John 
Mellershe, the owner, was sued for damages 
alleged to have arisen from the overflow of 
the water. The story will be found in 
Vol. XVIII of the Surrey Archzological 
Collections. In time the Mellershes sold 
Rake to one Bell, and the present house 
arose (in 1602) probably as an adjunct to the 
old mill. 


In an architectural sense the house is of 
exceptional significance, as exhibiting the 
development of the earliest type of balustraded 
staircase. At Rake Manor the stairs ascend in 
short flights around a frame consisting of four 
oak corner posts, the sides of the frame being 
of plaster. The obvious development was to 
cut out the plaster and substitute a handrail 
and balusters, and to ornament the tops of 
the framework, making them into newels. 
When Rake Manor underwent one of its two 
or three restorations, that by Mr. Ralph 
Nevill in 1882, the staircase was, most fortu- 
nately, left as it stood. Many years later, Mr. 
(now Sir) Edwin Lutyens was called in to add 
the kitchen wing to the house, and, still later, 
Mrs. Beresford Potter retained Mr. Baillie 
Scott to add the drawing-room. ‘The treatment 
of the gardens has been successful in giving 
the house an ideal setting. 

In Country LiFe of September 13th, 1913, 
one of the plates showed the ground plan of 

Rake Manor (i) as it was in the beginning 
(ii) after the addition in 1881 : (iii) the addition 
made by Sir Edwin [I.utyens; and (iv’ the 
addition made by Mr. Baillie Scott. Rake 
Manor isa most perfectly designed and equipped 
residence, with go acres, within easy reach 
of London. 

The Fair Haven, Wittersham, near Rye, 
has been sold by Messrs. Clark and Manfield, 
on behalf of Miss L. Alma-'adema. Small 
adjoining property remains for sale. It is 
a carefully adapted, rather than _ restored, 
dwelling, an inn of the eighteenth century 
turned, in 1828, into a triple tenement, and, 
in 1905, converted by the vendor into a pleasant 


single house with old oak evident in most of 


the rooms. 

Mr. Melbourne Inman’s house at Birching- 
ton-on-Sea, Florimel Court, realised £3,750, 
under the hammer of Messrs. Harrods, Limited, 
at Brompton Road ; and, in conjunction with 
Messrs. Ewbank and Co., the firm also sold 
Heath Corner, a freehold of 2 acres at Oxshott, 
for £4,700. 

Bray Court, near Maidenhead, a modern 
house and 36 acres, has been sold for £6,700, 
by Messrs. Collins and Collins. It has long 
building frontages to the Maidenhead and 
Windsor road. 


LATIMER HOUSE TO BE LET. 


LORD CHESHAM has instructed Messrs. 

John D. Wood and Co. to let Latimer 
House, furnished, for a term of years. ‘“ Finely 
situated on a hill in a beech wood, with a river 
at the bottom, and a range of hills and woods 
on the opposite side,” is Horace Walpole’s 
description of the position of the mansion, 
which however, exhibited in itself, according 
to the same critic, disfigurements due to 
“* Batty-Langley discipline.’”’ Blore was re- 
sponsible for the design and supervision of a 
drastic remodelling of Latimer House. Charles 
II stayed there just before his departure to the 
Continent, his hostess being the Countess of 
Devonshire. 

As a sporting estate Latimer House has 
great merit, having regard to its nearness to 
London, indeed it may be asserted without 
fear of contradiction that the trouting is the 
best within twenty-three miles motor run of 
Piccadilly. Lord Chesham has kept up the 
supply, and additions of 250 young and vigorous 
fish from time to time, mean that at present 
there is really first-rate fishing there. Replen- 
ishment is necessary in nearly every water, 
for reasons other than the mere maintenance 
of numbers. As a shooting estate Latimer 
House is also satisfactory, the game records for 
last year showing 680 pheasants, plenty of 
partridges and hares, some wild duck and 
miscellaneous items. 

One who has just been to Latimer House 
expresses admiration of the grounds, saying : 
**'The gardens possess great natural charm and 
are arranged in a series of bold terraces with 
stone steps, dwarf walls and balustrading, and 
shaded by a wealth of grand old forest trees 
and conifers, and the wide stretching lawns are 
flanked by well kept shrubberies. Space there 
is for several sets of tennis and there are a formal 
flower garden with lily pond, bamboo garden, 
herbaceous borders, and walled kitchen garden 
of 3 acres. The park, which is of boldly un- 
dulating character, is broken up by clumps of 
trees and small woodlands. It slopes sharply 
to the river which here widens out to quite a 
lake, right away from and about 1ooft. below 
the level of the house, affording grand trout 
fishing. "The Chess has a splendid volume of 


water, regulated by weirs, and has a first-rate 
stretch of about a mile and a quarter which is 
unexcelled within its radius from London. 
The shooting extends to 3,260 acres, and is of 
a very sporting character. ‘The woodlands, 
well placed on the high ground, show high- 
flying birds.” 

Hunting can be had with Lord Roths- 
child’s Staghounds, Mr. Garth’s and_ the 
O.B.H. The property is to be let furnished 
on a lease for seven years with mutual option to 
break at end of first three years, tenant paying 
gardeners’ and keepers’ wages, and for electric 
light current, landlord supplying water free and 
paying rates and taxes. If desired, the mansion 
and grounds might be let apart from the 
shooting and fishing. 


PORT LYMPNE TO BE LET. 
GIR PHILIP SASSOON #shas _ instructed 

Messrs. John D. Wood and Co. to let 
Port Lympne, his residence on the Kent coast, 
furnished, for the summer. ‘The house was 
the subject of two illustrated special articles in 
Country Lire (May 19th, 1923, page 678; 
and May 26th, 1923, page 714). ‘‘ The rooms 
at Port Lympne are a compact fairy palace 
in which one walks, wide-eyed, as though on 
air,’’ was the conclusion reached by the writer 
of the articles, on ‘“‘ the most remarkable 
modern house in England.”’ Mr. Philip ‘Tilden 
translated into stone the ideas of Sir Philip 
Sassoon, and the result is ‘a work of inter- 
pretative architecture.’ In this category what 
are termed, in one of the illustrations in the 
special articles above cited, ‘‘ The great steps 
scaling the cliffs behind the house,” are of 
paramount interest. Any attempt to summarise 
the points of Port Lympne must fail, when its 
outline occupies the chief place in two suc- 
cessive issues of COUNTRY Lire. It must suffice 
for the moment to say that this palatial modern 
mansion, which has already achieved historical 
distinction as the scene of some of the series 
of gatherings incidental to the Peace Confer- 
ences, is now available for the use for a while of 
any approved occupier. A high privilege will 
be enjoyed by whoever is fortunate enough to 
come to terms about a tenancy. 

SEASIDE AND COUNTRY SALES. 
iF ORD TREVETHIN has instructed Messrs. 

Ingman and Mills to sell Invernairn 
his Scottish freehold in the neighbourhood of 
the Nairn golf links. ‘The Worcester agents’ 
current list of sales effected includes a property 
that has been often mentioned in these columns, 
Bohun Court, Worcester.

MARQUETRY OF THE LATE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY 


HE word “ marquetry ’’—the term is French—was 
used in England in the sense of inlay in the early years 
of the seventeenth century, when it appears in the 
manuscript inventory of the goods of the Countess of 
Shrewsbury at Hardwick Hall and at Chatsworth, 
who, as the surviving furniture evidences, delighted in inlay ; 
and the French word marqueter is defined by Cotgrave as ‘“ to 
inlay, to diversifie, flourish, or work all over with small pieces 
of jsundry colours ; also to spot, to beautifie, or cover with 
sundrie coloured specks.’ Such inlay differs essentially from 
the more elaborate process of marquetry proper, in which the 
component parts of a design, first saw-cut from sheets of thin 
veneers, are assembled and glued upon a prepared ground. It 
is obvious that several layers of woods placed together could be 
cut at the same time to the same design, and by this device 
economy was effected both in labour and material; and thus 
repetition of detail is evident in the seaweed and arabesque 
marquetry in which the pattern is of one uniform colour and 
the ground of another; and also in the case of reserves in which 
the design is repeated. The procedure is fully described in F¢libien, 
“ Des Principes de l’Architecture ”’ (1690), where, after the design 
is saw-cut, the author informs us that the assembled pieces are 
fixed to the surface of the carcass with “‘ strong English glue.” 
“English marquetry of floral and scroll design in coloured woods 
dating from the late seventeenth century differs completely in 
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-—MIRROR FORMERLY IN THE HORLICK COLLECTION, 


effect and technique from the roughly cut inlay of bone and 
mother-o’-pearl which had immediately preceded it; and the 
sudden emergence of this developed art, the absence of tentative 
and transitional specimens, has always presented a difficulty. The 
art had, however, passed through these experimental stages in 
France and the Low Countries; and it is significant that two 
cabinetmakers who supplied the Royal palaces with marquetried 
furniture bear the Dutch names of Gerreit Jensen (afterwards 
anglicised into Garrett Johnson) and Cornelius Gole. Jensen’s 
bills include not only marquetry of wood, but of metal in the 
style of Boulle, and among the Lord Chamberlain’s accounts 
for 1694-95 are included “a fine writing desk table inlaid with 
mettal’’ for £70, and “a glass putt into a frame inlaid with 
mettal.’’ As no other cabinetmaker among the Royal tradesmen 
specifies metal inlay, it is probable that the writing-table at 
Windsor, which is illustrated in ‘‘ Furniture at Windsor Castle ”’ 
(Plate II), is the work of Jensen. This piece is more nearly akin 
to the work of Boulle than any existing English example. The 
upper part contains nine smz ill drawers and one long drawer, 
and is veneered with ebony, except for the drawer fronts, on 
which burr walnut and olive veneer are employed. The tapering 
rectangular legs of baluster form, united by a flat stretcher, 
are also marquetried.

ntre of the top drawer is inlaid in brass with the cypher of 
-villiam and Mary. Much of the fine furniture provided for 
villiam and Mary by Cornelius Gole—perhaps related to the 
ierre Golle, a Dutch marqueteur at the Court of Louis XIV— 
‘as Marquetried, and among the Royal accounts are the following 
tems: ‘‘ A large table of markatrie, the sides, drawer and sup- 
vorters carved with ornaments of flowers and finely lackered,”’ 
or Her Majesty’s service at Whitehall (August 14th, 1691) ; 
ind ‘‘a large frame for a looking glass carved richly with 
ynaments of flowers and inlaid with wood of all sorts of 
colours.” 

Though the introduction of marquetry was, no doubt, due 
to these enterprising Dutch immigrants, in quality and quantity 
marquetried furniture made for the English market is notably 
superior to Dutch work. These English-made pieces are closer 
and more accurate in drawing of the design ; and English syca- 
more and plane wood 
took the various stains 
employed more suc- 
cessfully than the 
beech and hornbeam 
which were largely used 
in Holland. Border- 
ings of ebonised wood 
are more frequent in 
Dutch marquetry, and 
the choice of imported 
exotic woods was 
greater in Holland than 
in this country. 

The importation of 
exotic cabinet woods 
and the employment 
of chemical baths for 
changing the colour of 
woods were understood 
in the late seventeenth 
century. Lord Shaftes- 
bury, of Cabal fame, 
when active in foster- 
ing the planting of 
South Carolina, in- 
structed Mr. Andrew 
Percivall, in a letter 
dated May 23rd, 1674, 
to send him home 
samples of the timber 
of the colony’s trees, 
and also “ any sort of 
timber of woods that is 
finely grained or 
scented that you think 
may be fit for cabinets 
and such other fine 
works’; and John 
Evelyn informs us that 
“Fustic, Locust or 
Acacia, Brasile, Prince 
or Rosewood,’’ with 
several others, were 
brought from both the 
Indies. Holly and 
pear wood were used 
for staining, for which 
various receipts are in- 
cluded in Stalker and 

-arker’s “ Treatise 
upon Japanning and 
Varnishing ”’ (1688), 
where directions are 
also given for ebonising 
pear tree wood “cut 
as thick as a_half- 
crown, which is in all 
reason thick enough 
for any pierced or 
inlaid work.” The 
yellowing of the white 
tones and fading of 
these stains has to a 
great extent reduced 
the colour contrast of 
this polychrome mar- 
quetry. Shading was 
effected by sand-burn- 
ing, which is described 
im “Sylvia” ‘ais 
“dipping the pieces 
(first cut into shape 
and ready to inlay) 
so far into hot sand 
as they (the inlayers) 
would have the 
shadow, and the heat 
of the sand darkens 
so gradually without 
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detriment or burning the thin chip, as one would conceive it to 
be natural.” 

The close similarity between five marquetried pieces of 
furniture and the resemblance of the floral patterns indicates 
that the manufacture was in the hands of a few highly skilled 
men. The materials used are pollard oak, ash, elm, cedar, 
walnut, olive, laburnum, stained holly, box, pear, ebony and 
black-stained wood ; also bone and ivory, either in their natural 
colour or stained a vivid green. The marquetry showing 
acanthus and floral designs is the most brilliant in colour 
and exotic in character; and the delicacy and realism of 
the drawing of the flowers is remarkable. Somewhat similar 
work was done by French marqueteurs. In the Victoria 
and Albert Museum are several pieces of marquetried furni- 
ture from the Chateau of Montargis near Orléans, in which 
finely detailed floral sprays are relieved against ebonised and

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against walnut grounds. In some cases this floral ornament 
is effectively controlled and combined with largely drawn acan- 
thus scrolls, as on the top of a table formerly in Sir George 
Donaldson’s collection (Fig. 3). The S-scroll legs and flat 
stretcher of this table are also marquetried with floral detail. 
Upon the top, besides the coloured woods, a few jessamine 
flowers and green-stained leaves in ivory are introduced, which 
is especially characteristic of this phase. In the table in the 
Yellow Satin Bedroom at Ham House, jessamine flowers and 
leaves appear upon the all-over marquetried top, intermingled 
with foliate scrolls and lilies, tulips and carnations, and the 
plain cylindrical portions of the legs are also marquetried. In 
the accompanying mirror in the same room (lig. 2), the shaped 
cresting has a design of similar flower sprays centring in a laurel- 
crowned profile bust of a Roman emperor, encircled by a wreath. 
These fine pieces, which are markedly Dutch in feeling, are 
probably by the same hand as a mirror at Windsor Castle, 
which is marquetried with hollywood, crimson wood and stained 
ivory upon an ebony ground, in which the design—which consists 
of acanthus foliage, enlivened with roses, tulips and jessamine— 
contains circular compartments, in one of which is a profile 
bust of a Roman emperor. 

In a mirror formerly in the Horlick collection, lilies, tulips, 
carnations and ranunculus are skilfully combined with acanthus 
scrolls which terminate in centaurs; and ivory jessamine 
flowers with their green-stained leaves serve as “ high lights ”’ 
among the quieter yellows and browns of the other detail (Fig. 1). 
A cabinet in the Victoria and Albert Museum is dated upon 
the cupboard door of the upper stage with the year of the 
Whig Revolution of 1688, which it also commemorates by a mar- 
quetried equestrian figure of King William attended by a negro 
page. The drawer fronts have foliated arabesques in flattened 
oval reserves, while upon the inner face of the cabinet doors is a

SMALL collection of the works of 
Sir Edwin Landseer comes into the 
market on May 2oth, when it will 
be sold by auction by Messrs. Puttick 
and Simpson.

of the male line of Kemys of Cefn Mably. 
In this interesting wainscot, lately discovered 
behind the early eighteenth century wainscot. 
and now in the possession of Messrs. Osborne 
of Grafton Street, the muntins are decorated 
with chevrons, while the upper portions of 
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design of a formal cherry tree, upon which two parrots are 
perched, this motif being repeated upon the sides of the cabinet. 

The latest type of inlay is the two-colour “‘ seaweed ’”’ or 
arabesque type, described by Félibien as the movesque, in which 
the ornament is small and intricate, and which is employed 
both in reserves of varied shapes and in larger panels. 

Such finely foliated arabesque work appears about 1690. 
William III’s writing-table in Windsor Castle, which was shown 
in Pyne’s “‘ Royal Residences ’”’ in an illustration of the King’s 
Closet and described in the text as ‘“‘ a cabinet, curiously inlaid, 
which is the more estimable for having been used as the writing 
desk of King William III,”’ bears on the centre of the top the 
interlaced cypher of William and Mary surmounted by a crown, 
which indicates a date before the Queen’s death in 1694. This 
writing table has short pedestal ends, containing each two 
drawers, resting on spirally turned legs connected by a flat 
stretcher ; a recessed knee-hole and a hinged top disclosing 
shallow drawers. Upon this table stands a miniature chest 
of drawers, resting on acorn-shaped feet. The surface of the 
entire piece is marquetried in holly and walnut in a design of 
small foliated scrolls centring in shell forms or reversed on 
either side of the keyholes of the drawers; and the edges of 
the flap are also marquetried. In most of the seaweed 
marquetry, however, there is little distinction between the scroll 
and the leafage which clothes it, and the marquetried surface 
appears overspread with some intricate seaweed growth. 

Marquetry is usually restricted to furniture that offers a 
large plain surface for decoration, small panels of marquetry 
were, however, occasionally inserted in the splats and more rarely 
upon the legs and seat rail of walnut chairs. In these small 
panels the design was usually the cypher or arms of the owner, as in 
a chair in the Victoria and Albert Museum, inlaid with the arms of 
Richard Viscount Molyneux (died 1738) and his wife. M. J.

In one of the pictures, ‘‘ Hunters 
and Hounds,” the standing figure in hunting 
pink is Mr. Samuel Heathcote, and the white 
horse, Scarboro, in ‘‘’The Covert Hack,” was 
well known in the district. ‘“‘ Hunters and 
Hounds,” which was exhibited in 1823 at the 
Royal Academy as “ Portraits and Hunters,” 
is painted in the popular manner of Henry 
Alken, well known for his sporting subjects, 
and is therefore a good example of Landseer’s 
early maturing gift ; while “‘'The Covert Hack ” 
dates more than twenty years later. 

EARLY SIXTEENTH CENTURY PAINTED 
DECORATION. 

Although many rooms during the Early 
Renaissance period were  wainscoted or 
tapestried, others were treated with paintings 
upon plaster of a simple character. Later, 
the increasing use of wainscoting overlaid 
or destroyed such decorations, having fallen 
out of fashion, and those that have come to 
light during renovations and alterations have 
in some cases perished before they could be 
recorded. Such decoration was carried out 
in a somewhat summary manner in_ brush 
work, often without the use of stencils, and 
the designs range from figure subjects— 
primitive, but ambitious efforts—to heraldic 
detail and repetitive ornament based upon 
the design of contemporary textiles. The 
ornamental detail of the Early Renaissance 
figures freely in these simple decorations, and 
in an example in the Saffron Walden Museum, 
which is copied from the Crown Inn at 
Hockerell, a curious medley of curved decora- 
tions appears which is derived from the popular 
dolphin ornament ; while in the panelled design 
from the Crown Inn, Ashdon, in the same 
county, pairs of opposed dolphins are also 
traceable. This latter example has a frieze 
containing panels of Biblical texts. While 
it is certain that woodwork was also sten- 
cilled and painted with similar designs, the 
painted oak panelling from the Glamorgan- 
shire house, Cefn Mably, is of extreme rarity. 
A Kemys in the reign of Henry VIII had 
improved and decorated this house, and in 
the hall the ceiling beams are of sixteenth 
century date, but all other visible features date 
from the early eighteenth century, a lead cistern 
in the kitchen inscribed C. K., 1713, pointing 
to the date of these renovations by the last

Craftsmen in Period and Modern Panelling

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MODERN WOODWORK 


OWARDS the close of the seventeenth century, when 
Sir Christopher Wren was rebuilding the churches of 
London after the Great Fire, the constructive joinery 
of large panel wainscot had reached a standard of 
excellence at the same time that design had gained a 
simple breadth and distinction. The characteristic wall panels 
assumed definite proportions. The edges of the panels were 
bevelled and framed in bolection mouldings; and as it was 
not possible to procure single boards of the width required, 
two or more boards were carefully matched and joined together. 
These large plain surfaces enhanced the richness of the cornice, 
which was often carved with oversailing acanthus tips. Such 
wainscot was almost always of oak—English, Austrian or 





maker for its figure, and he adds: ‘‘ Had we stores of this 
material, especially of the Virginian, we should find an incredible 
improvement in the more stable furniture of our houses.” He 
especially admires its black colour ‘‘so admirably streaked 
as to represent natural flowers, landscapes and other fancies.” 

To-day we are in a more fortunate position, inasmuch as 
illimitable quantities of fine black walnut are rendered avail- 
able. A noteworthy example of its use is seen in the ground- 
floor room of the Midland Bank in Piccadilly, recently com- 
pleted. This room is wainscoted in the solid with Indiana 
walnut of a rich dark brown tone, with a varying rippled figure 
and satin-like texture. The lustrous fiddle-back figure of the 
panels is delightful, and no finer wainscoting could be desired.

Norwegian. Walnut was in use as a cabinet wood, but owing 
to its high value, and the fact that it was not obtainable in 
any great quantity, there are few instances of the use of walnut 
and other rare woods, ‘‘ for colour, aromatic smell and durance 
to make square framed panels ’’ which Baltasar Gerbier recom- 
mends for the ‘“ boarding of Princely Pallaces.”” If walnut 
had been readily obtainable in any quantity, it would have 
been as widely used for panelling as it was for furniture during 
the late seventeenth and early eighteenth centuries. 

In the few examples of seventeenth century walnut wainscot 
that have come down to us, the wood is used as a veneer, each 
panel being edged with a cross-band of the same or of a contrasting 
wood. 

In his “ Sylva,’ Evelyn writes with enthusiasm for walnut. 
It is he says of “ singular esteem ”’ with the joiner and cabinet 


The panels are of narrower width than the typical panel of the 
late seventeenth and early eighteenth century, in order to avoid 
joining the boards, which are obtainable about eighteen inches 
in width. The wainscoting is carried up to the sills of the tall 
windows, and the balustraded gallery and the counters are also 
of walnut, with teak tops. The counters have horizontal panels 
divided by pilasters, headed by carved trusses and carved with 
drops of fruit and flowers in the rich manner of the late seventeenth 
century. Similar detail is observable in the Bank’s panelled 
rooms on the first floor, but oak has been used for these. It 
has a restful and dignified appearance, but lacks the peculiar 
richness of figure and colour which is the distinguishing character- 
istic of the black walnut—a wood which improves with age. 
This walnut work has been executed by Messrs. William 
Nicholson and Son, of London and Leeds, to the designs of 
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ENTRANCE LOBBY. 

Messrs. Whinney and Son and Mr. Austen Hall. Messrs. Nichol- 
son are a century-old firm who have always had a reputation for 
first-class joinery. 

It may be added that great care is taken in the selection of 
the wood and its subsequent seasoning and finishing. In the 
Indiana forests the young trees, in which the proportion of colour- 
less sapwood is high, are avoided, as also are the aged trunks 
which have lost a great part of their vitality and toughness. 
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WALL PANELLING. 

Only timber from the mature trees is brought to England, 
where it is seasoned and dried in tiers so contrived that 
there is free circulation of air around each piece of wood 
the seasoning process lasting from five to seven years in 
Messrs. Nicholson’s timber yards. This careful preparation, 
combined with subsequent excellent workmanship, ensures the 
production of joinery which is as sound and lasting as it is 
eesthetically beautiful.

HOSE who contemplate buying a 

new gun, or a new pair, for the 

coming season should do so now. 

It is a hopeless business leaving it 

till the last week in July or the 
first in August, more especially if the gun 
is to be built to order. There are many 
reasons for buying now. 

In the first place, if a gun is to be 
built to suit its user, as every gun should 
be, it will take at least three months from 
the time the order is given. Assuming, 
then, that the order is given now, one 
may reasonably expect the gun to be 
delivered a week or so before grouse 
shooting begins. That short period of 
time should be spent in practising if the 
best is to be got out of the gun and the 
man behind it. A week or ten days’ 
practice of an hour a day at clay birds or 
with odd shots at rabbits and vermin will 
do much to make all the difference between 
good and bad form on the Twelfth. One’s 
muscles must be accustomed to the swing 
of the gun; the shoulders must learn the 
easy looseness which they began to forget 
in February last. Nobel’s new automatic 
clay pigeon trap, which we_ recently 
described, seems to be the ideal thing for 
such practice, so far as clays are con- 
cerned. 

Far too many people wait until the 
last moment, perhaps a day or two before 
the actual season opens, when they rush 
feverishly off to a shooting school, fire 
a few score shots at clays, and imagine 
that they have thereby undone all the 
harm which nearly six months of gunless 
idleness have done. Others, even more 
foolish in their generation, merely pick 
up a gun, perhaps the night before going 
North, and take a few sighting and imagin- 
ary shots at the picture rail or the off hind 
leg of the grand piano. By such men are 
the foundations of powder magnates’ 
fortunes made. 

If, on the other hand, a man intends 
to buy a “ ready-made ”’ gun or a second- 
hand one, it is equally important that he 
should do so now. For one thing, he has 
now a chance to pick and choose, which he 
will not have in July. Moreover, there is 
always the possibility, in the second-hand 
market, at any rate, that he will obtain his 
weapon at a lower price than he would 
have to pay later on. In addition to 
these reasons, if he buys his gun now he 
has an opportunity to accustom himself 
to it thoroughly and learn all its tricks 
and failings before finally taking it out 
in earnest. He will need far longer time 
in which to do this than will the man whose 
gun has been specially built for him. 
Wherefore the moral once more is_ to 
“Buy Now.” 

This brings us to the question of 
built-to-order versus ready-made guns. 
Whatever may be said by those who 
swear that they can shoot with practically 
any gun that ever came out of a factory, 
the fact remains that the man with the 
gun built to his own requirements will 
always score, in proportion to his ability, 
over the man with the ready-made gun. 
There is as much difference between the 
two weapons as there is between a suit 
from Savile Row and a reach-me-down 
from Whitechapel. 

There has been a tendency of late 
years, particularly since the war, for 
indiscriminating sportsmen to propitiate 
their pass-books by purchasing second or 
third quality ready-made guns, or second- 
hand ones. It is the most expensive 
method in the long run. Apart from the 
lack of ease and comfort which a_ best 
gun gives, an inferior gun or a second- 
hand one is liable to a hundred and one 
ills. It may shake loose, shoot patchily, 
be too fully choked or throw too open a 
pattern or—in the case of a second-hand 
gun—develop rust or pitting, undreamt 
of at the time of purchase. 
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NEW GUN NOW 


A best gun ts the best, and always will 
be. If a man is to take his shooting 
seriously, a good gun is the best invest- 
ment he can make for his own happiness 
and pleasure. 

Over and above all these aspects, 
there is one further factor which cannot be 
disregarded. It is an undoubted fact that 
the English gun-making trade has been 
labouring under very severe drawbacks for 
some years. Makers have, without exag- 
geration, found it difficult to make ends 
meet. Even old and well established firms 
whose names in the shooting world are as 
the names of the prophets of old, have felt 
the slump. It is needless to go into the 
cause of this slump. The war, tightness 
of money, the resultant tendency to buy 
inferior and second-hand weapons—all 
these have contributed. 

The main point is that if English 
sportsmen wish English gun making to 
retain and increase the unbeaten world 
reputation which has been its proudest 
possession in the past, they must support 
it now and in the future. Otherwise, there 
will be no inducement for young men to 
put either their brains or their money 
into a trade which cannot hold out re- 
wards commensurate with their enterprise. 
The English gun has always been first 
in the world’s markets. Its standard 
of workmanship has been unequalled. 
It must remain so. 

By supporting English gun-making 
the sportsman is not only helping to 
perpetuate an honourable trade, but is 
contributing directly to his own present 
and future pleasure. That is why he 
should ‘“ Buy Now.” 


TOO MUCH BRACKEN. 

RACKEN in covert is good in 

moderation, but too much bracken 

is a nuisance. In a pheasant covert 
the great point to aim at is to avoid an 
endlessly connected stretch of undergrowths 
and bracken and to break tangled cover 
up into small plots convenient to beat out 
without a lot of beaters. 

A good deal can be done by cutting 
back the young bracken heads as soon as 
they appear, but it is a task that must be 
given up when nesting begins. If it is 
carried out for two successive seasons, very 
effective results can be produced and 
zones of undergrowth marked out which 
afford adequate protective cover without 
growing into impenetrable tangles of 
waist-high ponds. The too-thick bracken 
cover often presents difficulties to young 
birds and holds too much water in wet 
seasons. <A systematic clearing and plan- 
ning of undergrowth often makes a great 
difference on small shoots where the 
proportion of wild to set birds is neces- 
sarily a high one. Moreover, well placed 
bracken clumps help to concentrate birds 
for a hot corner. 


ROSSON’S CORK CUSHION WAD. 


WE have received from Messrs. C. S. Rosson 

and Company of Rampant Horse Street, 
Norwich, a sample of cartridges loaded with 
an ingeniously devised wad whose purpose 
is to lessen the shock imparted to the charge 
of shot, both during the development of prcpul- 
sive power by the powder, but more especially 
at the critical stage of transit from cartridge 
case to bore. The additional wad or cushion 
consists of a hollow cork cone which is placed 
candle-extinguisher fashion over the shot 
charge, so imparting a bluntly pointed form 
to the aggregate column, a central hole leaving 
the apex pellets in contact with the top wad, 
which is present as usual. As the cork cushion 
occupies a certain space, a sixteenth o - an 
inch less thickness of felt is used. The 
cartridges were first tested in the proof gun 
and compared with normally loaded cartridges, 
both kinds behaving in exemplary fashion 
the remainder for pattern at 4goyds. No 
conspicuous difference was manifest, but the 
total result was unquestionably good.

old-time sportsman, Colonel Thornhill, 
which remained on point an hour and a 
quarter while being sketched. 

There is no reason why anyone should 
not train a pointer himself in a very short 
time. The dog will always work for him 
better afterwards and will add immeasur- 
ably to his pleasure while shooting. More- 
over, a pointer once trained remains so, 
and requires very little further attention. 
In training, one of the chief things to 
remember is always to go up to the dog 
when pointing, even if it is only a lark or 
some other small bird. 

This is sometimes an annoying habit, 
but it should never be punished as a fault. 
Patience and gentleness are essential for 
success. Perhaps two of the worst faults 
are getting over a fence before the gun, 
and running in and putting up the game. 
These, if persisted in, should be severely 
punished. 

The pointer is first and last a shooting 
dog and he will never degenerate into a mere 
pet. For ordinary rough shooting it would 
be hard to find a better or a more intelligent 
companion than a dog of this good old- 
fashioned breed, especially if he numbers 
retrieving among his accomplishments.

IF’ a large number of fairly experienced

By the middle of 
last year, indeed, its design had well 
passed the middle-aged stage and was 
becoming distinctly old-fashioned. And 
even before this time its makers had intro- 
duced a model which effected a mild 
revolution in British ideas. about family 
touring cars and their values, and which 
still further emphasised the out-of-dateness 
of the 11.9 h.p. The new Fourteen did 
not supplant the 11.9 h.p., but it made 
such supplanting inevitable, for no car 
maker can go on making one of the most 
up-to-date together with one of the most 
antiquated models ; and so it came about 
that, in addition to the Fourteen, a Twelve 
was announced as constituting the Bean 
programme, and _ supplanting the old 
11.9 h.p. 

The new Twelve was to be a very much 
modernised 11.9 h.p.; whether modern- 
isation has proved a synonym for improve- 
ment is, perhaps, a matter of opinion. 
The power rating of the new car is exactly 
the same as that of its ancestor, and its 
design is one of the best examples of 
accepted modern moderate efficiency prac- 
tice that can be found, while there is no 
disputing that, on paper, the Bean Twelve 


is one of the world’s best value-for-money 
cars. But before I proceed any further 
with the description of this car, there is a 
little misunderstanding that needs to be 
cleared away. 

At the end of the war, when the air 
was filled with ambitious and sometimes 
fantastic schemes for this, that and the 
other, nothing created a deeper impression 
on the public mind than the formation 
of the Harper-Bean combine. <A round 
dozen prominent firms in the motor 
industry combined together to pool their 
resources and, to some extent, their 
selling organisations, in the very natural 
and excellent belief that one big combined 
effort under focalised control would earn 
better results for each constituent firm 
of the group, than could each firm working 
for itself in its own—comparatively— 
little way. The largest of these constituent 
firms was A. Harper, Sons and Bean, 
Limited, of Dudley and other places in 
the same neighbourhood. 

MUD-SLINGING. 

But the Harper-Bean Combine was 
to prove but one of the many post-war 
schemes that did not go quite as its spon- 
sors expected and desired. It came to 
grief, and in so doing provided much 
‘copy’ for the sensational Press. Much 
mud was slung and much of it adhered 
to the names of some of the individual 
firms of the combine, but especially and 
as might be expected, to the firm from which 
the combine took its name. 

Very naturally, the public failed to 
distinguish between the Harper-Bean Com- 
bine and Messrs. A. Harper, Sons and 
Bean, Limited, the makers of the Bean 
car, and even to-day the affairs of the 
company are often confused with those 
of the combine, so that the car has 
suffered from association, irrespective 
of its intrinsic merits or failings. But 
two or three years ago the affairs of 
A. Harper, Sons and Bean, Limited, were 
entirely and definitely separated from 
those of the combine, by the re-purchase 
of the majority of the shares in the com- 
pany by the Bean family and the leading 
firm in the British steel industry, and 
to-day this old-established Dudley firm is 
a private company and one of the most 
prosperous in the British automobile 
industry. It now has a continuous history 


but its war- 
time and pre-war activities in making 
shells and guns have given way exclusively 
to the manufacture of Bean cars or the 
components of other cars for various 
manufacturers. The Bean organisation 
is at once one of the largest and_ best 
equipped engaged in the manufacture 
of motor cars in Great Britain, and the 
various factories and foundries at Dudley, 
Tipton and Smethwick turn out some of 
the finest automobile components to be 
found anywhere. 

All this may seem rather beside the 
point in a description of a single model 
of motor car but the special circumstances 
of the case justify its inclusion, for only 
by frequent reiteration can this unfortunate 
and fallacious aspersion on the character 
of an estimable motor car be exploded. 
With the assurance, then, that those 
motorists who like to buy their cars 
according to the prosperity of the makers 
—and there are many worse methods of 
car selection—may buy a Bean with perfect 
safety and equanimity, we may proceed. 

This new Twelve—it made its public 
début at the last Olympia Show—is practi- 
cally a replica of the Fourteen on a reduced 
scale. The four-cylinder monobloc engine 
has a detachable head, without valve caps, 
side-by-side valves and pressure lubrication 
to all the crank-shaft bearings—three 
main and the big ends—but not to the 
little ends also, as was the case in the 
old 11.9 h.p. Ignition is by high-tension 
magneto, mounted on the off side of 
the engine, and on the same side is the 
dynamo, just below the magneto, and the 
carburettor tucked close up to the cylinder 
block and skilfully protected behind various 
pipes and operating rods so that it may 
boast the Scotsman’s motto—though, per- 
haps, for the sake of accuracy, this should be 
altered into ‘‘ Nemo me impune aggredit.” 
Otherwise, everything about the engine 
likely to need attention may be given it 


readily and fearlessly, while in some 
respects—e.g., the magneto and valve 
tappets, the accessibility is unusually 


good. 

One the near side of the engine are 
the oil filler—very easy to get at, whereby 
hangs a tale—the valve tappet covers, 
already indicated as being easy of removal, 
for there is nothing whatever in front of 
them, and the exhaust manifold, which 
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is sensibly and properly swept down 
forwards so that its heat is not thrown 
up against the feet of either occupant of 
the front seat of the car. 

The tale hanging by the oil filler 
is this: I was told, when taking over 
this car, that its oil consumption was 
remarkably small and that the full sump 
with which I started would last for quite 
5,000 (five thousand) miles. This, indeed, 
was oil consumption extraordinary, though, 
in view of some of the things that are 
being done nowadays, not absolutely 
impossible. It was good news, and it 
seemed unfortunate that my _ intended 
test of some 150 miles would not allow 
of my taking full advantage of this remark- 
able asset. Still, it would be as well to 
keep an eye on the dipper rod. 

Now, owing to the perversity of the 
English climate, which gave me several 
wasted journeys to a place where fine 
weather is an essential, my intended mile- 
age of 150 was doubled by wasted journeys. 
When at 250 miles the oil pressure indi- 
cator on the instrument board began to 
wobble suspiciously, I had anticipations of 
dirty work, inseparably associated with the 
cleaning out of filters and things, and I 
had some quite unpleasant thoughts about 
car manufacturers who would insist on 
putting dirt in their oil sumps and about 
oil refiners who could not refine, so that 
their lubricants consisted in thé main 
of lumps of “ foreign matter ”’ especially 
calculated to choke perfectly designed 
filters. All these thoughts were wasted and 
uncalled for. The oil dipper rod indicated 
that the sump was dry! ‘There was no 
obvious explanation unless it be that the 
sump had not been filled completely in the 
first instance. 


NO BELTS. 


Like the lourteen, this Bean is one 
of those very proper modern cars that 
has no belts in its equipment. Magneto, 
dynamo and fan are all driven by the 
same chain, for which there is a simple 
adjustment provision; water circulation 
is by thermo-syphon, so that the question 
of pump drive does not arise; and the 
speedometer is driven as it was on the 
id 1.9 h.p.—the car that showed how 
these things ought to be done—direct 
from enclosed pinions on the gear-box. 

Transmission is through a three-plate 
steel and Ferodo) clutch running dry, four- 
speed gear-box, open propeller shaft with 
two universal joints and_ spiral bevel 
final drive. In working, it is an extremely 
good system, for the clutch does all the 
things that a perfect clutch should do— 
it gives smooth engagement and easy 
gear changing, and is quite light in opera- 
tion—the gear-box works smoothly and 
silently, and the same holds true of the 
back axle. The only fault in this lay-out 
that I could find is a very obvious one. 
It is that the gear lever is brought too 
near the centre of the body ; it is a right- 
hand change, as, of course, it ought to 
be on a respectable motor car; but if 
these gear and brake levers were placed 
a little more outwardly they would not 
detract from the driver’s comfort and 
the, available body space as they do at 
present. A couple of inches or even less 
would make all the difference. 

Suspension is by semi-elliptic springs 
all round and the wheels are for 28in. by 
4.95in. Dunlop balloon tyres. I wish I could 
say something nice about this suspension, 
but I am afraid it is impossible. The fact of 
the matter is that the car is altogether too 
lightly sprung. Quite a small inequality 
in the road and off she goes, swaying and 
almost jumping like a dinghy in a short 
steep sea. Strangely enough the road 
holding of the car does not seem to be 
seriously affected and is indeed almost 
normal for the type and size of the car, but 
as it stands at present the 12 h.p. Bean 
is no car for poor sailors. Shock absorbers 
of the friction twpe, adjusted almost

solid, would contribute usefully towards 
a cure, but alone they would probably 
not be enough. The “highest quality 
silico manganese steel,’’ of which the 
springs are made (vide catalogue), may 
be excellent stuff, but there needs to be 
much more of it to make this a truly 
enjoyable car. j 

The next item in the specification is 
the brakes and I can, and indeed must, 
adopt a very different tone with reference 
to them. They are four-wheel brakes, 
the front pair being on the Perrot principle 
—characterised by the inventor as a very 
excellent application—pedal operated, and 
the hand brake consists of entirely inde- 
pendent shoes, also in the rear wheels. 
Without exception or qualification, these 
four-wheel brakes are the best I have 
so far encountered on anv car. 

As a matter of fact there is one car 
to be reviewed in these pages at an early 
date, of which am told the brakes are 
actually better and, though it seems 
difficult to believe, I have, of course, an 
open mind on the subject. Be that as it 
may, the brakes of this Bean Twelve are, 
at the moment of writing, the best I know, 
and the cost of the car is just about half 
that of the car that I am told is to excel 
it in this respect. And these Bean brakes 
score in another way quite apart from 
the pedal system. This is that the hand 
brake is also extremely good, not so im- 
pressive perhaps—it could not very well 
be so in view of the superlative character

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of the four-wheel set—but it really can 
stop the car, and will hold it anywhere. 
Much more than can be said of many hand 
brakes, especially when they are supple- 
mentary to a four-wheel system. 

Of the many strong assets of the old 
11.9 Bean, one of the strongest was its 
body comfort. No car selling at what may 
be called a moderate price has ever struck 
quite so happily just that perfection of seat 
angle and depth that made riding in any 
of the seats of the 11.9 a sheer delight. 
And as the 11.9 seating was practically 
perfect, it is perhaps natural that the 
alterations on the Twelve do not neces- 
sarily mean improvement. Although there 
is, in the body of this car, no suggestion of 
skimping or even any <lesire to economise 
in production costs, although there is 
ample, nay generous roominess, and 
although there is an equal generosity of 
depth, and although the upholstery is 
of the very best and is most luxurious, 
the seats cannot by stretch of imagination 
be called comfortable. All these primary 
ingredients of comfort are most elaborately 
and carefully collected and incorporated in 
the car and then they are in effect all thrown 
to the four winds by one stupid fault. 
This fault is that the tops of the backs of 
the seats are cut away too much. The 
squab slopes backwards at such an angle 
that no support of any kind is offered 
to the occupants in the region of their 
shoulder blades. The Bean is not the 
only car that suffers from this fault, but 
it is one of the few in which the fault, 
when present, does not arise inevitably 
from the general design or an obvious 
effort at economy. Here the fault exists 
with not the slightest excuse, which makes 
it all the more annoying, because what 
could easily be one of the most comfortable 
seating cars on the road falls actually 
below ordinary. 


TO CARRY SIX. 

Apart from this the bodywork is 
excellent. With no very great compres- 
sion ratio the four-seater model can be 
made to carry six adults and, provided the 
journey be short so that the absence of 
support for the shoulders does not become 
tiring, all six will enjoy fair comfort. 
In conjunction with the sloping wind- 
screen the all-weather equipment is most 
effective. The hood (a Calso) goes up 
almost at the word of command—the 
cover for it when it is not in use is reallv 
large enough—how many _ souls have 
been lost through hood covers that were 
too small ?—and the side curtains, also 
most easy of erection, are no longer the 
draughty contraptions that used to bear 
their name. I think the method of pro- 
viding a_ signalling flap unnecessarily 
elaborate, but it works fairly well and it 
does provide a means of ventilation, a 
point often overlooked in_ side-curtain 
equipped cars. 

A rather unusual point is connected 
with the side curtain design and the body- 
work of this car. It is that the body has 
four doors, of which that for the driver 
is the only one without an inside handle. 
But with the side curtains erected it is 
distinctly awkward to get one’s hand on 
to the outside handle, which seems a 
rather unnecessary and easily avoidable 
snag. ; : 

In the matter of equipment this car 
comes into the “elaborately equipped ”’ 
class, for it lacks only two of the items 
that are found on the best equipped of all 
our cars. These two items are luggage 
grid and rear screen, but the price of the 
Bean Twelve is £298. A commendable 
feature not always found on moderately 
priced vehicles is that the upholstery 
is of real leather. ts generosity and 
willingness to provide comfort has already 
been mentioned ; largely this turns on th* 
provision of spring frames. A rather foolis! 
error was committed on the instrumert 
board of the car I tried, which we will 
hope is not usual; it was that the trip

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resetter of the speedometer was so close 
to the beading of the instrument board, 
owing to too high mounting of the in- 
strument, that it could not be worked. 
A mere eighth of an inch was all that 
was required, but it was a fraction 
that no owner could give once the board 
had been completed. 

The actual power output of this 12 
h.p. engine (actually 11.9 h.p. engine 
like the old model, for the dimensions 
remain unchanged at 69mm. by 120mm., 
giving a capacity of 1,794 Cc.c.), is stated 
to be 24 b.p.h. Whether this figure be 
correct in all cases or not, the car is un- 
questionably sadly over-bodied. It is 
altogether too much to expect a 69mm. 
bore engine to pull a car of this size and 


weight with the life and vim that we 
have come to expect from any modern 


car. Perhaps we expect too much, but 
if we do, the car makers have only them- 
selves to blame, for they have set the 
standards by which we judge. No one 
has set a higher standard than the Bean 
people, but anyone who expects to get 
from this Twelve the same performance 
that he had from the old 11.9 will be sadly 
disappointed. There is none of the life, 
none of the speed and none of that nippiness 
which made the 11.9 a delight to handle. 
Actually the maximum speed of the 
car I tried was 41 m.p.h., with a possi- 
bility of touching 44 m.p.h. under con- 
ditions so ideal that they could hardly 
be taken as indicating the real capacity 
of the car. Obviously the man who 
buys a Bean Twelve with his eyes open is 
not the kind of man who wants a fast car, 
and perhaps he will be fully satisfied 
with this capacity. There are many such 
buyers, and he is a_ bold critic indeed 
who says that their judgment is at fault 


or their desires too modest. There are 
several successful cars with no higher 
speed capacity than 40 m.p.h.; it is the 


comparison with the old 11.9, perhaps, 
that makes this Twelve seem disappointing. 
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The hill climbing also indicates either 
that the 24 b.h.p. is a rather optimistic 
estimate of the engine output—that of 
the 11.9, if I remember rightly, was only 
claimed to be 22 b.h.p.—or that the 
car is over weighty. A drop down from 
top to third is called for almost as soon as 
it is on those cars of which the engines 
can really rev when the gear is dropped a 
step and not too late, but this is not a 
revving engine any more than it is an out 
and out slogger. Nevertheless the climbing 
capacity of the car is on the whole satis- 
factory if one does not want speed, and 
on second gear it is surprisingly good, 
for this fully laden Bean took hills on 
second on which, on other cars more 
lightly laden, I have had to change down 
to bottom. 

STEERING. 

A word about the steering. This is by 
worm and nut, which is excellent and 
very modern. Perhaps I am cld-fashioned, 
but in my view, at least, the steering of this 
car is a bit too modern. It is of that ultra 
light variety which allows the wheel to 
feel every shock from the road and _ to 
dither and jump about until the rim takes 
on the semblance of a slippery eel in the 
driver’s hands. At certain times, indeed, 
this dither becomes so bad that it is 
practically impossible to hold the wheel 
at all and it must be allowed to slip back- 
wards and forwards in one’s fingers as it 
wills. Yet at all times the car is under 
control, never does this dither approach 
to anything like that serious wheel wobble 
that promises to take the car off the road. 
But it is disconcerting, nevertheless. 

This Bean Twelve is obviously intended 
as a modest man’s family tourer, as a car 
that will go anywhere where a car is 
likely to be wanted to go, but at thoroughly 
respectable speeds. Its best travelling 
is at about 30 m.p.h., which is the speed 
most widely favoured on British roads, 
and at that figure it is entirely satisfactory 
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as regards its engine manners, while it is 
also one of the most easily controlled 
cars on the road. The gear change is very 
fair, the adjustable front seat gives an ex- 
cellent driving position, at normal speeds 
the steering gives ready control of direc- 
tion to within a nicety, and at all speeds 
the brakes are wonderful.

If the standard set by the Sunbeam 
catalogues of the past few years is main- 
tained in the future, this firm will earn 
distinction quite apart from that based 
on the performances of its racing cars 
and the merit of its standard productions. 
It will become known as printing instructor 
to the world’s motor trade. The last two 
books to make their appearance are in 
full keeping with their predecessors. One 
deals with the current models of the 
company, each complete vehicle and chassis 
being clearly illustrated and described, 
with its price. 

These current models are the 
12~30 h.p. and the 14-40 h.p., each with 
a four-cylinder engine, and the 20-60 h.p. 
with a six-cylinder engine. Both the 
larger models have four-wheel brakes and, 
in addition to the standard edition, the 
20-60 h.p. and the 14-40 h.p. are both 
available as sports models. If all the 
reports one hears are true, the sports model 
20-60 h.p. promises to acquire the reputa- 
tion of being the world’s fastest touring 
car, but, whether it does so or not, it is 
certainly a very attractive and speedy- 
looking motor car. 

The second Sunbeam publication deals 
with the history of the company “ from 
the earliest times to the present day.” 
This year marks the quarter centenary 
of the Sunbeam car, and the book recording 
its development and achievement makes 
interesting reading. Some of the best 
pages are devoted not to the car itself, 
but to the other activities of the company, 
such as aero and other war work, and 
power plants for fast motor boats. Any 
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readers interested in Sunbeam cars or 
other products may obtain copies of these 
books, and also a useful list of Sunbeam 
agents and service depots, on application 
to Moorfields Park, Wolverhampton, or 
12, Princes Street, Hanover Square. 

As its title suggests, ‘‘ First Aid for 
the Car”’ is a book intended to help the 
motorist with any mechanical trouble 
that may arise on the road. Consisting 
of only twenty-four pages and measuring 
4}ins. by 2}ins., the book is strongly 
bound, and is suitable for carrying on 
the car ready for reference ; its arrangement 
is such as to facilitate the quickest possible 
diagnosis of trouble and the determination 
of the most rapid means of cure. There are 
also a couple of pages devoted to human 
first aid, so that the book may be called 
a necessary vade mecum for all likely to 
be involved in roadside mechanical trouble 
or accident. It is published by Messrs. 
Sterns, Limited, of Royal London House, 
linsbury Square, E.C.2, the makers of 
Sternol lubricants for all types of cars, 
and copies may be obtained on application 
to that address. 

A neat little set of mileage and running 
costs charts has been issued by the makers 
of the Rhode car. Enclosed in a case 
measuring gins. by 5ins., these charts, 
each being a separate card for each month 
of the year, are divided into horizontal 
and vertical columns for daily and monthly 
mileage figures, and costs of petrol, oil 
and repairs. They are, of course, usable 
by all who travel by car, irrespective of 
the make of car. Copies may be obtained 
from the Rhode Motor Co., Limited, of 
Tyseley, Birmingham. 

* The Brooklands Year Book for 1925 
gives all the information about motor 
racing, records and the Brooklands track 
which is required by those who follow the 
sporting side of motoring with any interest. 
All standing speed records are given in a 
table at the end of the book, irrespective 
of the places where they were obtained, and 
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the startling information is also given that 
last year (August 4th), Mr. J. G. P. Thomas, 
driving a Leyland-Thomas, lapped Brook- 
lands at a speed of 128.36 m.p.h. To the 
same driver stands the credit of winning 
a race at highest speed from a standing 
start, in this instance 120.15 m.p.h. 

The circuit of the track measures 
2 miles 1,350 yards on the centre line, 
the track being 1ooft. wide, and the test 
hill has a length of 352ft. 3ins., with an 
average gradient of 1 in 5.027. Actually 
there are three gradients to the hill; it 
starts at 1 in 8, then there is a stretch of 
I in 5, and the final stretch is 1 in 4.
